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HENSEL LAYING HIS PLANS

PICTURES: OF WEALTH THAT MAKE DEMO- 

CRATIC EYES GLISTEN—POWELL AND 
HIS ANCIENT ENEMY PIOLLET. 

Aarnispure, Aug. 8.—There is consid- 

erable curiosity as to what sort of a campaign 
Chairman W. U. Hensel, of the State Com- 
mittee, will conduct for the Democrats this 
year. Itis not believed that another ‘t Hen- 
sel's circus,’”’ as his unique device of last year 
for the dissemination of political information 
was styled, will be attempted. The situation 
does not warrant it; besides, the edge is off 
the novelty of such a traveling combination. 
Something unusual is expected from Hensel, 
however, and the members of both parties are 
curiously wondering what it will be. Upon 
him as a critic of Gov. Pattison’s administra- 
tion has fallen the responsibility of electing a 
ticket in one of whose candidates, at least, 
the administration has an interest. Having 
adopted Capt. Taggart as a protégé, the ad- 
ministration is anxious to see him elected Au- 
ditor-General. Although his defeat is ap- 
parently a foregons conclusion, Hensel is em- 
bitious, and notwithstanding the snubs he 
has received from Gov. Pattison’s friends 
he will undertake to Jifc this unknown and 
untried hard-shell Democrat into office. Hen- 
sel is wary and observing, and possesses great 
shrewdness. He has been engaged since Jan- 
vary in perfecting the organization of the 
State Committe, cad it is well enough to ad- 
mit that that body is in better shape to-day 
than it has been before in years. Although 
his movements need occasion no alarm in the 
present state of affairs, the Republicans can- 
not afford to lose sight of them for a moment. 
They require constant watching, and will per- 
haps demund sorve very skillful moves by the 
Republicans if his game is to be checkmated. 
If there was anything like unanimity in the 
Democratic Party, the situation might indeed 
cause upeasiness. 

It will doubtless be made apparent before 
the campaign is many weeks old that the State 
Treasurership is after all the objective 
point of tbe Democratic Party. Many 
absurd statements have been made by 
the party’s speakers and newspapers 
abont tbe vast source of financial strength 
which the office of Treasurer has proved 
to the Republican Party. It has been their 
aim to foster the belief that in some mysterious 
manner the State funds, either principal or 
interest, have been used for campaign pur- 
— by the Republicans. ‘*‘We want to 

ow bow it has been done,” said one of the 

ers at Wednesday’s convention. Philadel- 
hia’s juvenile Senator, Mr.Gordon, termed the 
reasury Departmeut **a great festering sore, 
the source of power to the Republican Party.” 
it isexasperating to these gentlemen that no 
scandal exists in the management of the affairs 
of this office. For the purpose of enlisting 
bankers and bank stockholders, a little bait is 
being prepared which is likely to catch a few 
fish and some siiver for the campaign fund. 
It is claimed on pretty good authority tbat 
many of this class of moneyed men bave been 
approached with a proposition something like 
tunis: “lf you will contribute something toward 
our fund and guietly lend us your influence 
to elect Mr. Powell ‘State Treasurer, we will 
see that your banking institution is numbered 
among the banks of deposit for the State funds 
when he takes his office, and you can derive all 
the advantages which Republican banks are 
now receiving.” This may have the effect of 
tempting those moneyed men who are de- 
ceived by the mysterious stories about little 
streams of wealth trickling from the State 
Treasurer's office straight into the vaults of 
the State banks of deposit. ; 

There is a belief among the Democrats thst 
Livsey, the Republican candidate for this of- 
fice, isa weak man, and that a concentration 
of effort upon Powell will sufely result in Liv- 
sey’s defeat, Mr. Livsey’s friends, on the 
other hand, will learn by inquiry that one of 
the weakest points of Mr. Poweil’s candidacy 
is quite likely to be the hostility of one 
of his own neighbors, and a_ promi- 
nent Democrat at that. Victor E. Piol- 
let, of Bradford County, has made an 
impression upon Gov. Pattison, and by the 
Governor is regarded as somewhat of a re- 
markable man. Mr. Piollet, not to put it too 
mildiy, is a demagogue. He has not been 
slow to take advantage of the favorable im- 
pression that he has made upon the adminis- 
tration, and to-day he is regarded as a 
man of considerable infiuence in the Executive 
Chamber. Piollet has always been a bitter 
enemy of Mr. Powell. The same community 
has with difficulty been able to contain the 
pair, Neitber has shown a disposition to yield 
the field to the other, and the result has been 
burrowing and burrowing again in the efforts 
to undermine one anotber. If Mr. Powell, 
whose wealth makes his presence desirable in 
new ei terprises in bis vicinity, 1s discovered by 
Piollet to be in any way associated with him- 
self, the latter immediately begins to burrow. 
Invariably he has been unsuccessful in driving 
the ex-Congressman from the field or in weak- 
ening his influence among bis associates. This 
has actualiy made old Piolletangry. What 
his feelings were when he heard of his enemy’s 
nomination by the Democratic Party can per- 
haps be imagined. Piollet is likely to make 
trouble tor Mr. Powell, for he is none of your 
pious, self-secrificing politicians who sink 
self for the sake of the party. Anoth- 
er trifling handicap of Mr. Powell’s is 
the remembrance that he has always been a 
Wallace man, and as was apparent at the 
convention Mr. Wallace's friends are among 
the critics of the administration. When Pioi- 
let pours his stories of Powell into Pattison’s 
ear, as be 1s pretty likely to, and the Govern- 
or’s friends aiso hear of it, a lukewarmness 
may arise between them and the Bradford 
County candidate. Mr. Powell realizes the 
awkwardness of the situation and is wonder- 
ing to what depth Piollet will be abie to bur- 
row this time.

THH GROWING CROPS. 
insicnnaajdaaioinens 
ENCOURAGING REPORTS FROM THE GRAIN 
REGIONS.OF MANITOBA. 

Winn1PeG, Manitoba, Aug. 8.—On June 29 
a circular was issued by the Department of Agni- 
culture to 420 correspondents in the State asking 
information of the crops in Manitoba, and 260 
answers came to hand. The following is the 
result: The comparatiye acreage of wheat sown 
shows an average of 54 per cent. over 1882. The 
reports from points throughout the whole Prov- 
ince are of a ery satisfactory nature, and large 
yields are fully expected in the great majority of 
cases, 

The extent to‘which oats have been sown as 


compared with that of last year shows an average 
increase of about 58 per cent. In a great many 
localities the Spring wae backward, and oats sown 
late were injured by frosts in the early part of June. 
Serious injury, however, is only reported in a very 
few places. Grubs or worms are also spoken of as 
doing harm in some localities. The great majority 
of reports speak confidently of a good average 
crop, and no fears are expressed of any failure or 
searvity. Although not grown to nearly so great 
an extent as wheat or oats, barley shows an aver- 
ave increase in acreage of 86 per cent. over 1882. 


Mempnis, Tenn., Aug. 3.—The cotton crop 
report of the Memphis district, which embraces 
North Mississippi, West Tennessee, North Arkan- 
sas, and North Alabama, as compiled by Hill, Fon- 
taine & Co. forthe month of July, says: “The 
cotton plant, which was stunted by the cold spell 
of May 21 to 24, bas never fully recovered from the 
damage then sustained, and the drought which has 
prevailed since early in July bes prevented a heavy 
growth of the pilant,and the injury has proved 
permanent. Under tee most promising conditions 
of the weather durfhe the next six weeka there 
will bea decreased yield in the Memphis district 
of at least 124% per cent. as compared with last 
year. The rains during tne last few days have 
doubtiess afforded partial relief, but the growing 
cotton crop continues in a critical state, and is 
subject to still further injury by unfavorable 
weather, while the smallness of the plant warrants 
fears of great damage in the event of an early 
frost. The following is an aggregate of 338 re- 
sponses bearing the average date of July 28: 
168 report the weather during July as having 
been favorable; 170 unfavorabie; 88 more favor- 
able than last year; 182 less favorable; 
about the same; 192 report stands good; 50 fair; 
96 poor; 126 report stands in better condition than 
last year; 124 not as good; 88 about the same; 28? 
report the plant forming, blooming, and bolling 
well; 56 not so well; 188 report the crop in a good 
cendition: 70in a poor condition; all report the 
plant smaller than usual; 212 report the prospect 
favorable for an average yield: 28 as being entirety 
dependent upon the season; 98 report a decreased 
yield, owing to the drought; average decrease, 
12% per cent.” 


Savannau, Ga., Aug. 3.—Special reports to 
the Morning ..ews from 39 counties in different 
sections of Georgia, in regard to the condition of 
the cotton crop, state that the acreage in general 
is about the same as that of last year. Owing toa 
drought of five or six weeks’ duration the condition 
of thecrop is rot as favorable as at the ecorre- 
sponding time Jast season. The probable yield is 
considerably below that of the average erop. Rain 
bas broken the drought in some sections and an 
improvement is looked for. The outiook in Flori- 
da is considerably brighter, owing to the greater 
frequency of rains. Labor is generally reported to 
be in good supply. Picking has been begun ina 
few counties, and will be general from about Aug. 
15 to Sept. 1. 


Sr. Louis, Aug. 3.—A. A. Talmage, General 
Transportation Manager of the Gouid Lines, re- 
turned from an extensive trip this morning. He 
reports that the crops all through Kansas, Ne- 
braska, and Missouri, along the Missouri Pacific 
lines, never looked better. From present indica- 
tionsthe corn crop will be immense, both as re- 
gards acreage and yield. Farmers in Nebraska re- 
port that in some cases they have thrashed over 
100 bushels of oats from an acre. 


LitrLE Rock, Ark., Aug. 3.—Reports re- 
ceived to-day from 28 counties in the State, com- 
prising the principal cotton growing sections, indi- 
cate at least an average yield of that staple. The 
crop has been very backward compared with other 
seasons. The early Spring was unfavorable to its 
growth, cold and heavy rains generally prevailing, 
Later there was a favorabie change, and, except in 
fields which had to be replanted, the growth was 
rapid. The stand is good and the plant thrifty. 


Topeka, Kan., Aug. 3.—Reports of big 
oe yields reach this city by every mail, together 
with glowing accounts of the prospects of corn. 
Wheat is thrashing more than was counted on. 
Last month the Secretary of the State Board of 
Agriculture estimated 17.6 bushels as the probable 
average yield per acre. In conversation yesterday 
he expressed a belief, based upon information in 
his possession, that that figure would be exceeded. 

EAGLE GRovE, Iowa, Aug. 3.—Crop reports 
received this morning from nearly one-haif 
of the State show a wonderful improve~ 
ment in the prospective yield of corn. 
Nearly all the correspondents speak of 
a heavier yield than last year. while the acreage 
is much larger. Wheat, rye, and bariey are neariy 
all cut, and in all cases are meeting the expevta- 
tions of farmers.

Seen | Sit ae a 
DEATH OF A FAMOUS PRIEST. 

New-OrLeans, Aug. 3.—The Rev. /Alex- 
ander F. Czvitkoviez, better, known as ‘Father 
Alexander, died yesterday at the age of 76 years 
and 6 months, 53 years of which were passed in the 
service of the church. Father Alexander was a 
Hungarian by birth, aod when a young-man joined 
the Order of Redemptionists. He was sent from 
Vienna to the United States, and as missionary he 


repaired to Green Bay, Mich., where among the 
Indians he rendered such good service that he 
became one of the best beloved priests that ever 
visited the savages. This was hbalf a century ago. 
He became very Well known throughout the United 
States and Canada, and in 1852 came to this city. 
where he has since lived. He was the founder of 
the order of Redemptionists in America, and was 
Director of the Sisters of Notre Dame. He bad 
been for some time ailing. and predicted that his 
death would oceur on the anniversary of St. 
Alphonsus. He dled yesteréay quietly sitting in 
his cbair. His funeral to-day was attended by 
many thousand persons.

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THE FRENCH HOSTILITIES AGAINST 


TONQUIN. 

DEATH OF KING TUDUC, OF ANNAM—A WAR 
THOUGUT TO BE INEVITABLE—NEGOTIA- 
TIONS AT A STAND-STILL. 

Lonpon, Aug. 3.—A dispatch from Saigon 
of to-day’s date states that Tuduc, the King of 
Annam, died on July 20 and was succeeded by 
Phudac. 

Gen. Bouvet, the French Commander, ar- 
rived at Haifhong on July 29 to concert meas- 
ures for the campaign in Tonquin with M. 
Harmand, the Civil Commissioner-General in 
Tonquin, and Admiral Courbet. 

The Jimes’s correspondent at Hong Kong 
Says the negotiations between France and 
China in regard to Tonguin are at a stand- 
still. The general opinion is that the aggres- 
sive policy assumed by M. Challemel-Lacour 
and the appointment of M, Tricou as French 
Minister to China were unfortunate circum- 
stances, and that a peaceful solution of the 
difficuity is impossibie. The Chinese consider 
that the French are determined upon the an- 
nexation of Annam and that they desire to 
auarrel with China. The French will be un- 
able to operate until November. The un- 
healthy season is affecting the young men 
among the French troops, and the. hospitals 
are inadequate to accommodate the sick. A 
council of war was held on July 27, anda 
river attack on Sontay was planned. Admiral 
Maver, with three vessels, will soon proceed 
to Canton, where he will make a demonstra- 
tion. A severe military censorship is main- 
tained at Ha-Noi. 

Paris, Aug. 3.—The Chinese Military At- 
taché at Berlin, who recently assured M. 
Challemel-Lacour, French Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, of the friendly attitude of China 
toward France, explains that his assurances 
were merely the expression of his private 
opinion, 


THE CHOLERA LESS VIRULENT. 
SIXTKEN THOUSAND DEATHS 8O FAR IN 
EGYPT—ENGLISH SANITARY MEASURES. 

ALEXANDRIA, Aug. 8.—Three deaths 
‘from cholera occurred here yesterday. Al- 
though the cholera epidemic continues at Is- 
malia there were no deaths there from it yes- 
terday. 

LonpDon, Aug. 3.—The Daily News asserts 
that the total number of deaths from cholera 
in Egypt so far hes been 16,000, It says the 


disease is now less virulent. Of ten men at- 
tacked among the British troops an average of 
six survive. The deaths from cholera in 
FPeype on Thursday numbered 702, including 
196 at Cairo. 

Orders have been issued to disinfect cargoes 
of rags arriving at British ports from Egypt. 

Sir Charles Dilke, President of the Local 
Government Board, in presenting in the 
House of Commons yesterday the Govern- 
ment bill providing for the centralization of 
hospital management in the event of the out- 
break of cholera in London, said the general 
health 6f the country was very satisfactory, 
although there was a large mortality among 
children in London trom diarrhea. Unusual 
precaution, he said, would be necessary to 
guard against cholera until the expiration of 
i s, when it is believed the danger will 
have passed. 

Cartra, Aug. 3.—The weather here is intense- 
ly hot. The average temperature under can- 
vas is 106°. Several deaths from sunstroke 
have occurred. The troops in Heluan are con- 
stantly moved from place to place. The health 
of the troops at El Merdan is greatly im- 
proved. 

Lonpon, Aug. 4.—A dispatch to the Daily 
News, from Alexandria, says: ‘‘ The whole of 
the gendarmerie cordon from El Taryeh 
to Rosetta is infected. It is hardly possible 
that Alexandria will escape from the disease. 
Several paintully sudden deaths occurred on 
Friday. The state of Old Cairo is still very dan- 
gerous. There are from 150 to 200 deaths in 
other quarters of Cairo daily, despite officiai

Lonpon, Aug. 3.—Mr. Trevelyan, Chief 
‘Secretary for Ireland, stated in the House of 
Commons this afternoon that Mr. Clifford Loyd 
has not yet resigned his post of magistrate in 

Ireland. 

The steamer Pathan has arrived at Mel- 
bourne from Adelaide. Kavanagh, Joseph 
Hanlon, and Joseph Smith, informers in the 
trials of the Phenix Park murderers, who 


were on board, were identified and prohibited 
from Janding. Seven other persons on the 
Pathan were suspected of having been witness- 
es for the Government in those trials but were 
not identified. 

A box of dynamite, to which a lighted fuse 
was attached, has been discovered in a large 
linen factory at Cupar-Fife, Scotland. The 
fuse was extinguished before it reached the 
explosive. The attempt to blow up the fac- 
tory is attributed to Fenianism. Great excite- 
ment has been caused by the affair, and the 
police are searching for the persons who placed 
‘the tox where it wus found. 

PaRIs, Aug. 3.—The République Francaise, 
-in an article commenting on the vastness of 
the British Empire, declares that the discon- 
tent in Ireland is a causeof weakness. Itsays 
it behooves Engiand to abstain from a too ar- 
rogant attitude. 

DuBuin, Aug. 3.—It is stated that the in- 
formers Kavanagh, Joseph Hanlon, and Jos- 
eph Smith were prevented from landing at 
Melbourne because a plot to murder them bad 
been discovered.

Lonpon, Aug. 3.—A dinner was given to- 
night in honor of Dr. Norvin Green by the 
Chairman and Directors of the Eastern Tele- 
graph and the Eastern Telegraph Extension 
Companies at the Star and Garter, Richmond.

In the House of Commons this afternoon Mr.

INCENDIARISM IN THE SOUTH. 


THE PEOPLE OF NEWBERRY, 8. C., TERROR- 
IZED BY A BAND OF FIRE-BUGS, 


CHARLESTON, 8. C., Aug. 3.—The people 
of Newberry are greatly excited over the incen- 
diarism which has afflicted that city for the last 
six months. On Jan. 17 was witnessed the burn- 
ing of the two stores of J. A. Crotwell; on Jan. 25, 
the burning of a dozen cotton bales on a 
platform on Boyce-street; on Jan. 30, an attempt 
to burn Mr. Pool’s warehouse; on May 23, 
the burning of Dr. East’s drug store; on July 26, 
the bureing of Mollehon’s row, and on Aug. 1, an 
attempt to burn the Newberry Hotel. What makes 


the matter bad is that most of these fires were of 
incendiary origin and All of them are thought by 
many persons to have been so. In the fires of 
Jan. 17 and 27 and May 23 there were no marks 
discovered of incendiarism. Tie fires of Jan. 30 and 
Aug. 1 are known to have been caused by incen- 
diaries, for combustibles piled together and ig- 
nited were found. As to the big fire of 
July 26, Capt. Albrignt, owner of the build- 
ing in which the fire started, says that 
the rooms upstairs were cleaned and 
tree from trash and locked, and that the hall hat 
nota particie of rubbishinit. That the fire was 
the work of an incendiary there is no room for 
doubt. The following notice, written in a firm 
hand and conspicuously posted on the telephone 
ost on the corner of Boyce and Calawell streets, 
ends additional! terror to ibe situation: 


NOTICE TO PROPERTY-HOLDERS AND 
AGENTS. 

This block can be built no more. Mollohon-row 
must only livein the history of the past. Modern 
progress and public necessities decree this. Do not at- 
tempt it. Merchants ana owners are well paid for 
losses; perhaps never so much again. So 
listen to notes of warning. Agents, warn your 
companies of impending danger, for 12 months have 
we worked for the public good, and now, since it has 
been consummated, do not toy with the gods any 
more. We are strong and determined. We ao not 
destroy for our good or ain, but for the people. Ifthe 
insurance companies make efforts against us, then be 
consequences upon their heads. Build up and we 
wil tear down. You see us every day, and those 
whom you least suspect are one of us or with us, 
None know us, and we will find time and opportunity 
sufficient to carry our plans intoexecution. Mollo 
hon must die that Newberry may live. Corlolanus, 
mother thou hast saved Rome, but los” thy son Mollo- 
hon.

As if to give an earnest of what the warning 
above meant, it was followed by an attempt to 
burn the Newberry Hotel last Wednesday. Mr. 
J. K. P. Goggans was lying in his room when 
his attention was attracted by the crackling 
of flames and by smoke coming through 
the transom over his door and was about to give 
an alarm when a chamber-maid passed along the 
hall and discovered a blaze in one of the unused 
dark rooms in the rear portion of the hotel. The 
incendiary hac taken an empty soap-box of 
white pine board, paper, and two split-bottom 
chairs, piled them together, and set fire to them. 
When discovered the whole of one of the chair 
bottoms had been consumed, as wellas the paper 
and box. The board and remaining portion of 
the chair were ina biaze. A bucket of water 
put out the fire. Had it not been dis 
covered before getting under headway the 
consequences would have been _ terrible, 
for there is no water in the cistern, which is not 
yet completed, and the creek is so faraway that 
bose would not reach it. This bold attempt in 
open daylight has prompted measures for protec- 
tion. A fund is being raised for the detection of 
the guilty persons. If one of them should be 
canght there is no doubt that Judge Lynch will 
settle his case.

HIS PRIVATE SECRETARY MADE 
THE CONTROLLER. 

KELLY MAKES HIS BARGAIN BEFOREHAND 
AND DEPARTS SMILING—WHAT POLI- 
TICIANS SAY ABOUT THE APPOINTMENT. 

Seth Hastings Grant, who has been pri- 
vate secretary to Mayor Edson since the latter 
took office on Jan. 1, was appointed Controller 
of the City of New-York yesterday by Mayor 
Edson§ to fill the vacancy caused by the resig- 
nation of Allon Campbell. Mr. Grant’s name 
was not mentioned in connection with the 
Controllership until an hour or two before the 
announcement was made, and bis appointment 
was a genuine surprise to the great majority of 
the local politicians. The Mayor’s office dur- 
ing the afternoon resembled a political head- 
quarters during the week before an election. 
Jt was thronged with politicians and City 
officers, all anxious to know who they would 
have to congratulate. Soon after the Mayor 
reached his office in the morning he said to a 
friend that he intended to appoint a Con- 
trolier before the close of business hours. 
This statement quickly beeame public, and it 
was not long before curious politicians began 
to drop’ into the Mayor's office and hang 
around the various rooms and doorways. By 
noon the office was so full that Mayor Edson 
fied to his private room, from which the 
crowd was kept by two tightly locked doors 
guarded by *® policeman. The Mayor spent 
three hours giving private audiences to vari- 
ous well-known men, and at 3:15 o’clock the 
announcement was made that Mr. Grant was 
the new Controller, A few moments later 
Mr. Grant made bis appearance in the main 
office. "He was instantly surrounded by the 
politicians and was compelled t© shake hands 
until bis right arm ached. 

Among those who ran in and out of the 
Mayor’s office during the day were ex-Con- 
troller John Kelly, President John Reilly, of 
the Board of Aldermen ; ex-Senator Thomas J. 
Creamer, Dock Commissioner William Laim- 
beer, Dr. Cyrus Edson, the Mayor’s son; Col. 
E. T. Wood, that brotber-in-law of the 
Mayor’s; Corporation Counsel George P. An- 
drews, Aqueduct Commissioner Spencer, 
Judge Michael Norton, Aldermen Jaehne, 
Rinckhoff, and Kirk, Supervisor of the City 
Record Thomas Costigan, ex-Aldermen 
Michael Tuomey and George Hall, Thomas P. 
Walsh, and a large number of attachés of the 
Finance Department, and lesser lights of the 
various Democratic factions. An hour or 
more before the appointment was made the 
story that Mr. Grant would probably be the 
Controller became current, but most .of the 
crowd said they would not believe it until it 
was Officially announced. 

The three men who were especially favored 
with private interviews with the Mayor were 
John Kelly, Corporation Counsel Andrews, 
and Col. E. T. Wood. 1t was understood that 
the honored leader of Tammany Hall was not 
inclined to look with favor upon the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Grant, and that be labored Lard 
and long with the Mayor in the hope that Mr. 
Edson might yet be induced to name some 
man more acceptable to Tammany Hall. A 
story was also circulated to the effect that Mr. 
Kelly had asked the Mayor to name Coi, 
Wood, Mr. Edson’s brother-in-law, but this 
was afterward denied. Mr. Kelly himself 
said, later in the day, that he had recom- 
mended the appointment of Andrew L. Sou- 
lard, President of the Sterling Fire Insurance 
Company anda member of the Tammany Gen- 
eral Committee from the Nineteenth Assembly 
District. He told the Mayor that Mr. Soulard 
was a good business man and also knew some- 
thing about City affairs—a combination of 
qualifications which the Mayor had determined 
his selection must have. Mr. Edson replied 
that he had carefully looked over the fleld and 
had made up his mind that the new Controller 
must have some kuowledge of the affairs of 
the City Government. Private Secretary 
Grant had such knowledge, and combined 
with it an excellent business ability. 
He was a natural statistician, reticent, 
ot a disposition to be fair, and he 
would do justice to all parties. Mr. Kelly 
asked if Mr. Grant would make any changes 
in the personnel of the office, and the Mayor 
assured him that nothing in that line would be 
done at present, as it would not be wise to 
make changes before the Commissioners of 
Accounts made their report upon the affairs 
of the department. Whether Mr. Keliy was 
satisfied or not with the Mayor’s decision, it 
was noticed that when he left Mr. Edson, five 
minutes before the appointment was an- 
notinced, he wore a smiling countenance. 

Mayor Edson said yesterday that he had 
offered the position of Controller to six or 
eight different business men, in each of whom 
he bad implicit confidence as to their ability 
to properly fill the office. All had declined to 
accept the appointment for various reasons, 
The fact that there was a doubt in some minds 
as to whether the new Controller's term would 
expire in May next or in December, 1984, had 
hindered some from taking the office, and the 
fact that the Finance Department was some- 
what under a cloud because of the coupon 
frauds had also helped to influence their de- 
cisions. Mr. Grant, the Mayor said, was not 
appointed as a makeshift in any sense. He 
had thought of naming Mr. Grant, but be 
had been bothered as to who could be put in 
in his place as private secretary. A large 
number of persons had been recommended to 
him for the Controllership, none of whom he 
had felt that he could appoint, because he did 
not feel certain that any of them would prop- 
erly fill the position. He did not wish to ap- 
point any man who would immediately go to 
work turning things upside down in the de- 
partment. He was satisfied that everything 
was ‘‘straight” in the Controller’s office 
except the coupon frauds already known, 
as tbe Commissioners of Accounts bad 
investigated far enough to ghow that the 
frauds already known covered all there were. 
The public, however, did not know just what 
condition the department was in, and the 
Mayor wished to see confidence restored and 
the credit of the City kept up. He had known 
Mr. Grant 15 years, and knew that he was 
thoroughly capable to fill the position of Con- 
troller. He had good organizing ability and 
would restore public confidence in the depart- 
ment, 

Controller Grant said he would file bis $200,- 
000 bonds aud take the oath of office this 
morning. He had no intention of making any 
changes in the office for the present at least. 
He should carefully look into affairs in the de- 
partment, and make only such changes as he 
tound to be necessary. 

As Mr. Grant’s appointment was about the 
last thing looked for by the politicians, they 
were very careful in expressing any opinions 
on the subject. They had not had time to 
think the matter over and to talk with the 
men in power. John Keily, as representing 
Tammany Hall, declared that he was well 
enough pleased with the Mayor’s_selec- 
tion. The appointment belonged to Mayor 
Edson, be said, and be had a _ right 
to name whom he pleased. He could 
not name ail who were recommended, 
and, under all the circumstances, the choice of 
Mr. Grant was probably as good as any that 
could have been made. He had been assured 
by the Mayor that the appointment was not 
hastily made. Other Tammany Hall men 
contented themselves with saying that the se- 
lection might have been a good deal worse 
and that Mr. Grant owed a big debt of grati- 
tude to Mayor Edson. 

Among County Democracy followers the 
same hesitancy to express opinions was ob- 
served. They were, however, fairly well sat- 
isfied, and they were delighted over the re- 
moval of one bugbear. This was tho fear they 
had felt that the new Controller would bea 
man entirely under Kelly’s thumb. ‘The

Seth Hastings Grant, the new Controller, is 
55 years of age. He was born near Utica, N. 
Y., in 1828, and is the son of the late Asahel 
Grant, M. D., who spent many years as a mis- 
sionary to the Nestorian tribes of Persia. 
W ben the Controller was7 years old his father 
went to Persia and the boy went to Iliinois 
with a colony which founded the town of 
Galesburg. A year later he returned to study 
in an academy at Waterville, Oneida County, 
N. Y. Four years later the lad returned to 
Galesburg, and, although only 12 years old, he 
was offered a place as teacher in the school 
there. He declined the offer. In 1840 his father 
returned to America and placed his son in the 
Phillips Academy at Andover, Mass., where 
he remained one year. Then he came to this 
City and took up bis home with the family of 
Prof. John Torrey. Dr. Grant returned 
to Persia, and then young Grant en- 
tered Princeton College. After three 
years’ study his health broke down and he had 
to leave college. He became a clerk for Wiley 
& Putnam, publishers, where he remained 
three years. Then he was chosen Librarian 
of the Mercantile Library, and this position 
he held for 17 years. While Librarian he went. 
abroad and studied the metnoas of all the 
principal libraries of Europe. On his return 
he compiled the catalogue now in use at the 
Mercantile Library. After bolding office 17 
years, Mr. Grant resigned and went into the 
real estate and brokerage business. He 
was engaged by Franklin Edson, who 
was Chairman of the Committee on By- 
laws of the Produce Exchange, to codify 
the by-laws of the Exchange. The Exchange 
was reorganized under the by-laws prepared 
by Mr, Grant, and he was made its first Su- 
perintendent. This position he filled for nine 
years, leaving on Jan. 1 last to become Mayor 
Edson’s private secretary. As Superintendent 
of the Exchange he prepared the annual sta- 
tistical reports of that institution. He aiso 
kept the deposits of all the dealers in ** futures,” 
amounting to over $50,000,000 a year. In these 
accounts, it is said, no error of any kind ever 
occurred. Mr. Grant is a member of the Mad- 
ison-Square Presbyterian Charch and is Chair- 
man of its Board of Deacons. He has been 
Recording Secretary, Corresponding Secre- 
tary, and Vice-President of the American Bible 
Society. In politics he isa Democrat, but he 
has never been’ prominently identified with 
any faction. The salary of Controller is $10,- 
vOO per annum. As private secretary Mr. 
Grant was receiving a salary of $5,000. 
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MURDER WILL OUT.

THE CRIME OF THREE OHIO MEN REVEALED 
AFTER TWENTY YEARS. A 

MaTaAmoras, Ohio, Aug. 3.—The details of 
the murder of a New-York citizen. after having 
been concealed for nearly 20 years, have just come 
to light here. In 1864 a syndicate of New-York 
capitalists sent a man here to prospeet for oil. The 
gentleman was well dressed, owned a fine team, 
displayed costly jewelry. and was currently be- 
lieved to have $50,000 in greenbacks with him. 
After staying here a short time he went to Archer's 
Fork, a short distance above here on the river, 


and made his home with a man named Ward. 
After prospecting for a _ time he suddenly 
disappeared, and Ward said he had absconded. 
Waf@was a poor man, working a small farm, but 
he soon after came to this place and erected a 
large hotel, displaying everv indieation of having 
suddenly acquired wealth. This excited suspicion, 
and he was openly accused of murdering the capl- 
talist, but the charge could not be proved. Three 
young men who talked mysteriously of Ward's 
sudden wealth were sent West by that individual, 
well supplied with money, and after their depart- 
ure the tongues of the gossips gradually ceased to 
wag. 

Three years ago Ward dropped dead in his yard. 
and with his burial the affair was forgotten. A 
few days ago, however, it was revived in a thrilling 
manper. James West, a shiftless youth, who had 
acquired money about the time of the prospector’s 
disappearance, was, taken seriously ill, and, be- 
lieving bis end to be near, he sent for a winister 
and to him made a confession. Ward had 
told him of the treasure to be had by 
the murder, and the two, with a _ buteber 
named Kirkbride, waylaid their victim and cut 
his throat with a knife, robbing bim of his jewelry 
and $30,000 in greenbacks, West stated thata 
ring was allowed to remain on one finger of the 
corpse, as they were unable toremove it. Tae 
skeleton, he said, would be found in a certain 
well. The well has just been searched, and in it, 
under a pile of débris, was found the skeleton with 
a gold ring on the little finger of one hand. The

LICENSE IN LOCKPORT.

LOCAL PROHIBITION FAILS TO STOP THE SALE 
OF LIQUOR. 

Lockport, N. Y., Aug. 3.—Dispatches from 
Lockport to Tae Timesin Apmland May last de- 
tailed the profound agitation of the temperance 
question then prevailing here and the decision of 
a majority of the local Board of Excise in Mav to 
grant no licenses whatever. The decision of “the 
liquor interest to combine and fight all prosecu- 
tions is understood to be backed up with all the 
money necessary. The lapse of three months since 
all licenses for the sale of liquor in Lockport ex- 
pired has signally illustrated the folly of the ma- 
jority of the board in endeavoring to establish 
local prohibition. Whisky, ale, and beer have 
been sold in the usual places without interruption. 
The sale is just as open, notorious, and general as 
it ever was under the license system. But three 
prosecutions are known to have oecurred on 
account of the sale of liquor, and noboay 
has been convicted. The police exercise no espi- 
onage whatever over the -saloons, and the ultra 
prohibition men, who really coerced the majority 
of the Board of Excise to refuse all license, rest on 
their dienity and call on the police to enforce the 
law, while the city treasury is short the $3,000 
usually obtained from licenses. In the meantime 
the iocal probibitionists of the county are holding 
a temperance camp-meeting at Tonawanda, and 
next week are to hold another at Olicot, to be ad- 
dressed by ex-Gov. St. John and Mrs. J. Ellen Fos- 
ter, of Kansas, and other probibition celebrities. 
The efforts of these good people seem to be en- 
tirely sentimental and to have no regard for the 
practica! questions involved in the liquor traffic.

CLEVELAND, Aug. 3.—The statement was 
made in THE TimeEs’s dispatches only afew days 
after the Democratic State Convention that 
Judge Hoadly’s greatest danger iay in histend- 
ency to talk too much, and the experience of 
the last two weeks has confirmed that statement 
in a manner most unfortunate for the Demo- 
cratic candidate. His experience in politics

consequently he has not covered from ail 
except the most discreet _the fact that 
bis nomination cost a large sum of 
money, and that his canvass for an election 
bids fair to cost him a great deal more.

The action of the recent temperance conven- 
tion at Columbus will have an im ot 
effect upon the result in October. The b- 
lican members of the State islatare for 
several years have been carefuily endeavor- 
ing tosee just what step should be taken to 
bring the liquor trade under control, and éur- 
tail or suppress its most objectionubie fea- 
tures. A great move for local option was 
made several years ago by a part of the 
avowed temperance advocates of the State,’ 
bat as others of the same class opposed it the- 
Assembly could not clearly see the line of 
eafety and, good sense, and consequent- 
ly the petitions did not bear fruit in 
legislation. At a later date came the 
Pond law, the fate of which is so well known. 
It caused a stampede of the saloon-men 
Germans into the Democratic ranks in the 
Spring of 1882, and cau :ed the greater number 
of them to remain therein the Fall elections 
of the same year. The Supreme Court re- 
moved the last doubt as to the necessity of 
some change in the Constitution, and it was 
generally conceded on all sides that some 
amendment or amendments would be submit- 
ted by the Assembly during the session of 
1882-3. Early last Summer, with this belief 
in view, the Woman’s Christian Union of 
Ohio, influenced and encouraged by the labors 
and successes of similar branches of the 
same national organization in Iowa and 
Kansas, set its 500 local unions to work 
in various parts of the State. Petitions 
asking for the submission of a gtaypee | 
amendment were circulated, and the 
was that the names of 160,000 voters and 
women were presented to the Legislatureona 
request that such amendment shouki be sub- 
mitted. The outcome was that it was so sent 
forth to the people, and with it one to the ef- 
fect that all control of the liquor traffic shoula 
be vested in the Legislature. With these 
propositions to work upon the same influence 
that caused the submission of the prohibitory 
amendment was moving to secure its adoption. 
The Woman's Christian Union sent speakers 
into the field, and at Cleveland began the pub- 
lication of a weekly paper calledthe Amend- 
ment Herald, devoted to the support of the 
prohibition amendment and against legislative 
control, 

It was readily seen by these women and by 
such men as were at work in the same line 
that it wouid be good policy to mass alli the 
strength of the temperance people upon the 
second amendment, to leave every man free 
to vote for his own candidates on his own. 
ticket, and to urge nothing upon any one ex-, 
cept that the prohibitory clause should be sup-. 
ported. It was their idea to take the whole 
question out of politics, and to place it upon a 
higher plane. With this end jn view, an at- 
temvt was made prevent the leaders of the 
Prohibition political party from + 
any State nominations, but in vain. 
Caring, apparently, more for their political 
organization than for the success of the amend- 
ment, they puta full ticketin the field, ata 
remarkably quiet convention, and made an 
attempt also to organize county tickets. The 
movement was in no sense formidable, and 
will not be at any time during the season, but 
it is enough to annoy the best temperance 
workers of the State and to damage the amend 
ment’s chances. : 

As an evidence of the real temperance senti- 
ment of the State, the rousing convention of 
Julv 24 was held. It maae no ticket, bat 
pledged the ten:perance people of the State te 
work for and support the prohibitory amend- 
ment, and that only. The effect was benefi- 
cial, because it showed tbat the political Pro- 
bibitionists were speaking for no one but them- 
selves, The effect of this convention will aid 
in bringing out a full vote, and to show each 
man that he can vote for prohibition without 
deserting the political party to which he bey

PENDLETON AND HIS ENEMIES. 
PURPOSE OF GROHSBECK’S REFORM 8PEECH 
—HOW HOADLY WILL BE BEATEN. 


Crxcrnnattr, Aug. 8.—The speech of the 
Hon. William S. Groesbeck on civil service 
reform will strengthen the position of Senator 
Pendleton before the people of the State. It 
may have had such a purpose, though if such 
was the case it was less on Mr. Groesbeck’s 
part than on that of those who invited him to 
speak. His address has had wide circulation, 
and in Cincinnati, at least, has attracted gen- 
eral attention. It is looked upon as being as 
sound an argument as is likely to come froma 
Democratic source, but one without partisan 
significance, People see more plainly than be- 


fore that Mr. Pendleton has sought to givea 
little more breadth and purpose to his party, 
and thev honor him for it. But that Mr. 
Groesbeck's speech, or any other influence that 
is likely to be brought to bear, will prolong 
Mr. Pendleton’s political life cannot be main- 
tained. ‘Zhe State is going Republican, and 
Gov. Foster, Gen. Noyes, ex-President Hayes, 
or some other equally good Republicans, will 
be chosen to Mr. Fendleton’s seat in 
the Senate. The talk about a war on Pendle- 
ton in his own party has a good deal in it, but 
he is not likely to be slain by that means. The 
extent of the injuries his enemies are inflicting 
upon him are identical with those the party, 
asa whole, is sustaining at the same hands. So 
far as Mc , of the «nguitrer, is concerned, 
such a result may have been contemplated 
from the first. He works for personal ends 
rather than for those of his party, unless they 
happen to lie in the same line His 

urpose has been from the beginning to 
beat Pendleton at any cost, and he 
would no doubt at any time have con- 
sented to see this accomplished by the 
election of a Republican Legislature if any 
doubt existed as tu what a Democratic Legis- 
lature might do. This disposition, it is quite 
possible, developed into a well-formed inten- 
tion the moment the Democratic Convention 
nominated for Governor one of the founders 
and heaviest stockbolders of the opposition 
Democratic paper in this city. That the troop 
of spoils hunters-who have followed McLean 
in his fight on Pendleton have regarded the 
matter in this light, or even remotely foreseen 
such an outcome as now is likely, is improba- 
ble, but they may discover some time in Octo- 
ber, if not sooner, that the thing has taken 
that form. While, therefore, Mr. Groesbeck’s 
speech will raise Pendleton’s work in the pub- 
lic estimation, circumstances are not likely 
to permit its saving him for further public 
service.

Concorp, N. H., Aug. 8.—The smoke of 
fattle has cleared away and the contend- 
ing forces have left the field after a night 
spent in celebrating the termination of the 
struggle.

PARIS CABMEN, 
From the London World. 

In Paris they have a singular way of re- 
warding some cabmen inorder to eneourage the 
rest. They are rewarded for their honesty; and 
the instances of this virtue, popularly reputed to be 
3 rare one, are more numerous than would be sup- 
posed. The tendency of humanity to forget umbrel- 
asin cabs isnot confined toour own capital Last 
year 27,000 “lost objects’’ were brought to the 
police office and restored to their owners. In 
France they do not tax national carelessness by 


allowing the restoring cabmen to levy an ad valo- 
rem daty on forgotten property. Our own system 
works admirably. Tne cabman is taught to be 
bonest and his fare to be careful. he Paris 
system shows less method und a_ larger 
faith_in the integrity of drivers. But, still, that 
honesty is not without itsreward. Private inai- 
viduals, have from time to time left legacies for 
tn's purpose, which amount now to a considerabie 
jum, and the income. of this sum is distributed 
wmong “the most honest.’’ This judgment of Paris 
s annually pronounced and recorded with great 
pmpuasis. ‘The eandidates inciude the whole tribe 
of omnibus conductors, and in addition to voted 
fewards there is honorable mention. This year 
three-and-twenty honest cabmen got 1,600f. be- 
tween them; and 8 others, whose integrity was 
bie, but not quite up to the level of mon- 
etary recognition, have been honorably mentioned. 
On the whole, the fund seems to have been judi- 
viously applied; and the first prize-man, who re- 
= pe Wur., +e cause to be convinced of the truth 
of a popular 
And yet in Paris, no less than in London, there is 
treat dissatisfaction with the race of cabmen. In the 
seeth of all these prizes and of these 27,000 restored 
pbjectas, it is said that they are not an honest class; 
_ hat they habitualiy ask more than their fare, have 
4 great deal of loose impudence ready to discharge 
aust customers who give the legal recompense 
ind that alove. The.truth is that the Paris coach- 
is form a class to tuemselves. There is a strong 
tuggestion of our Insular beer and beef about them. 
(heir build is strong, their complexions are rubi- 
suud, their manners independent, their phraseoi- 
ogy deficient neither in variety nor strength. Their 
faith in the exciting influences of blasphemy 
apon horsefiesh is almost an instinct, and they oo- 
sasionaliy extend to their rivals what they ought to 
reeerve for the cattle. But then the whole system 
\e different trom ours. The cabs of Paris are di- 
vided among several companies, who exercise 
more control over their drivers than would be 
raped in London. We have gradually drifted 
to asystem which is now all but geveral. A 
papitalist owns a large number of cabs and a very 
jarge number of horses, and lets out at a fixed 
price per diem part of his property to a driver, 
who may pocket ail that he makes over and above 
jhe minimum sum. If he pays the rent and con- 
forms to the police regulations the capitalist is 
satisfied. French rules are more complex and the 
results more satisfactory. The rules show that 
desire for method which belongs to toreign reguia-

NO SIGN OF A COMPROMISE IN 
THE TELEGRAPHERS’ STRIKE. 
THE OPERATORS 8TRIKING AT WESTERN 
UNION THROUGH THE RAILROAD OF- 
FICES, AND TH# COMPANY STILL FAR 

BEHIND IN ITS SERVICE. 


This morning the Brotherhood of Telegra- 
phers will serve upon the officers of the Delaware, 


Lackawanna and Western Railroad Company a bill | 


of grievances which has been formulated by the 
operators employed on the line of the road. The 
principal clause of the bill will be that it is under- 
stood that the operators are compelied to do com- 
mercial business for the Western Union Telegraph 
Company. Minor grievances which the boys suffer 
will, however, be included tn the bill. Suitable time 
will be given the officers of the company to submit 
the matter to arbitration. In case this course does 
not result to the satisfaction of the operators a 
strike will be ordered. Similar action. will prob- 
ably be taken on the Louisville and Nashville Rail- 
road, as an order, according to Mr. Somerville, 
has been issued to the operators on that line to 
accept all Western Union business that is offered, 
it being stated that @ refusal to do this will be ac- 
companied by dismissal. 

With these exceptions there is virtually no change 
in the condition of affairs, and no news. The 
Western Union Company malntains its policy of 


asserting that there is no delay in the transaction 
of business, that it bas an ampie force of operators, 
and that so far as it is concerned the strike is at an 
end. Mr. John Mitchell, of the local assembly 
of the Telegraphers’ Brotherhood, says the com- 
pany is undoubtedly in a better condition in this 
City to-day than anywhere else in the country. 
This is (ue, he says, to the fact that the company 
knows it must make its fight here at the head- 
quarters of the company where facilities 
for securing help are better than elsewhere 
and where the operators ali over the country 
know that a stampede will first oceur if one occurs 
atali. He says that the facilities for handling 
business here are fully 200 per cent. better than in 
any other telegrapnic centre in tne country, and 
that every effort is made to send bu-iness through 
to this city, forthe purpose of deceiving not only 
the public, but the operators. The latter, however, 
are kept fuily informea of the exact condition 
of aftairs by their members’ elsewnere, 
and consequently this pertion of the 
acheme fails. That the company is sovtatate mak- 
ing its greatest effort here, as is alleged, is evi- 
denced by the fact that it is continuing to pay 
double pay to its operators, with salaries asa bo- 
pus, and also feeds and lodges such of them as 
choose to take advantage o! these liberalities. Mr. 
Somerville’s report yesterday, in the face of these 
facte, was that at 2 o'clock in the afternoon busi- 
ness was being conducted as well aa it had been on 
any day in the past two months, and that the re- 
porte of the officers of the company as to the con- 
dition of the wires, as a result of Thursday's storm, 
bad been greatly exaggerated. 

A committee of the Produce Exchange appointed 
to take steps in connection with other Exchanges 
to organize an independent telegraph line for their 
private business met yesterday and organized. A 
plan is being formuiated for carrying out the 
scheme, which will soon be presented to a meeting 
of the members of the Exchange for their consid- 
eration. Mr. Theodore Perry, of the committee, 
said that the plaus cou!d not be given to the public 
until after they had been acted upon by the Ex- 
change, but that the projectors were thoroughly 
in earnest and that the scheme would be carried 
through. 

A story, which was furnished to certain news- 
papers on Thursday evening, te the effect thut ex- 
Gov. Cornell had made a communication to some 
one in Tur Times office as to Gen. Eckert’s alleged 
removal from the Western Union Company's em- 
ploy, is absolutely without foundation. 

W. H. Cann, an operator who struck on the 19th 
and returned to work at the Western Unioa Com- 
pany’s main office on the 23d of July, left the com- 
pany’s employ last evening. He says that on 

ednesdav evening he sent “ red" night-messages 
that were three days old and day messages that 
were a day old. He had been working 18 hoursa 
day, and, in common with other operators, was 
completely tired out, owing to the fact that 
the men at the other end of the 
were the sorriest sort of “plugs” and 
ineompetents who ever handled a key. The 
brotherhood’s report from the operating-room at 
8 o’elock yesterday afternoon gives the following 
as the average delay to principal points: Albany, 
3 hours: New-Orleans. : Detroit, 6; Buffa- 

5; Philadelphia, 44; Itimere, 334; Bos- 
5; Cleveland, ; Chicago, 5 to 7; 
Wheatstone instruments, 434; Cincinnati, 4%; 
Erie wires, to 6; Vermont and Montreal, 
several hours; Saratoga, 56%, Pittsburg, 444. The 
only city offices dong business are those at the 
Fifth-Avenue Hotel and in Harlem.

Affairs in the offices were reported to 
be growing worse daily, owing to the wretched 
service in other cities. 

The Postal Telegraph Company yesterday ex- 
tended its wires to the Produce Exchange Build- 
ing, and will begin service from the floor of the 
Exchange to-day. 

Three operators in the employ of the Gold and 
Stock Telegraph Company—Messrs. Meany, Wil- 
liam Wood, and Yeokly—were discharged from the 
service of the company yesterdgy for refusing to 
work nights in the Western Union main operating- 


room. 

It is reported by members of the brotherhood 
that a number of brokers have offered to give em- 
ployment to lady operators who are now on strike 
on their private wires. 

The statement published in Tus Tunes yesterday 
to the effect that the operators of the Mexiean 
Telegraph Company had struck for an advance of 
$20 per month was on error, arising from a con- 
fusion of names. The strikers were telegraph 
operators on the line of the Mexican National 
Railroad. The Mexican Telegraph Company's 
operators are cable operators, most of whom are 
under contract of from two to five years. and are 
paid more liberally than are the Morse operators.

AN ALTAR IN A TENT. 


——E—— 
HOW THE ITALIAN RAILROAD LABORERS 


KEPT A FESTIVAL. 
From the Rochester J ost-Kapress, July 30. 

Palmyra has enjoyed a most unique celebra- 
tion, the Italian laborers employed on the West 
Shore Railroad just north of the village yesterday 
keeping the Festival of the Holy Virgin. All day 
long. from 8 o'clock in the morning till as late in 
the evening, groups of men and women, youths 
and maidens, boys and girls, were seen wending 
their way from the village across the canal and 


along the valley of Mud Creek to the place where 
the devout Italians haa erected their altar for a 
proper observanee of the festival. The exercises 
did not commence till % o'clock in the af- 
ternoon, but all the morning the candles 
about the altar were kept lighted and a 
constant stream of melody kept flowing 
from the bag-pipes played by the music-loving 
sous of sunny Italy. An artistio altar in a tent 
covering not more than 60 square feet of ground 
was the centre of attraction, in front of which the 
services for the most part were conducted. The 
tent was lined inside with a modern design of 
paneled paper or curtains with green back-ground 
and vases of flowers pictured in startling colors at 
the base. From the top hung half a dozen Chinese 
lauterns, diamond-shaped and radiant with all the 
colors of the rain-bow, Canvas covered the floor 
of the tent in front, but in the rear a row of six 
shelves iike steps formed the altar. The edges of 
the shelves were adorned witn red and blue and 

ellow tissue paper of the filigree pattern, sim- 
lar to that used some years ago to ornament 
the ceilings of shops. A plaster of Paris temple 
ebout a foot square and pictures of the crucified 
Christ, the Holy Virgin, and St. Joseph occupied 
the central places on the shelves, and about them 
on every side were lighted candies. Several tri- 
angles and circles covered with tissue paper were 
placed at the sides and before the altar. As there 
was a littie wind stirring all day several attendants 
were kept busily employed in relignhting the can- 
dies. hese were Italians, dressed in trousers, 
shirt, and boots, but without coats or hats, and 
wearing their vests unbuttoned, thus in their ai- 
tire having some slight resemblance to the priests 
who preside at the altar. They were very devout, 
and in passing before the holy pictures never for- 
got their zenuflections. In front of the tent wasa 
rough table with one leg, on which was a japanned 
salver to receive the coutributions of the faithrul. 
At each corner of the tent was asmall pine tree 
with the limbs lopped off for some five feet from 
the ground, and about the trunks the inevitable 
ted and yellow paper. 

A picturesaue scene was presented by the tent 
and its surroundings. Coming from the village, 
one sees the littie white tent on the north side of 
the roadway. In tbe rear the ground rises toa 
height of 15 feet, and perched on asmali emi- 
nence to the right is u one-story shed about 20 feet 
long. the habitation of 80 or more of the laborers. 
On the opposite side of the roadway the ground 
slopes away to the valley of Mud Creek, some 15 
feet below, and here by the side of the placid 
6tream stands a small story and a half cottage with 
a one-story wing, in which exist 20 or more of the 
descendants of the Caesars. A few feet down the 
road there is a romantic cobble-stone malt-house, 
while at the road to the left, several hundred paces 
away, stands a lonely wind-mill. The valleyof Mud 
Creek is covered with'growing grain, and willows 
fringe the banks of the stream The grain in the 
vicinity of the Italians’ quarters is inclosed by a 
new barbed wire fence on which all day Sunday 
hang the garments of the laborers. 

Atthe time announeed for the opening of the 
exercises, 2 o’cloek in the afternoon, 250 laborers 
and several bundred villagers were on the scene. 
Three attendants were lighting and relignting the 
candles at the altar. Some 50 feet up the road a 

up surrounded a toy cannon, which was eare- 
ully loaded to the muzzle with powder and grave! 
and discharged at intervals of from 15 minutes to 
half an hour. Another, kneeling before the altar, 
chanted portions of the Roman Catholic service. 
In the background behind the shanties a few of 
the unfaithful were playing cards or drinking beer 
or dancing. Mace Lee, the village clown, was mak- 
ing sport for the boys ana girls, and Dan La Cava 
the Pea-nut Joe of Palmyra, was hurrying to and 
fro and taking general charge of the management 
of affairs. 

In the evening the exercises were continued; the 
candies at the altar were replenished; fire-works 
were procured and exploded =r 2004 effect; the 
piper who had used his lungs all day for a bellows 
continued to pump wind in and out of his mouth; 
the dancers came from their retreat behind the 
shanty and shook their feet on the road-side, and 
the cannon failed not with its quarter-hour reports. 
Many of the villagers visited the scene in the even- 
ing and enjoyed the multifarious exercises of the 
celebration, some of the men even taking part in 
the dancing, but no one released the exhausted 
piper. About 10 o’clock the candles a‘ the altar 
flickered and went out, the Coe pees of pow- 
der proeured for the cannon had been exploded, 
the last of the fire-works had been set off, and the 
I.alians, more tired than after a hard day’s work, 
crawled into their dens, leaving the scene of the 
day’s festivity dark and deserted. 

The devout Italians who were the ones to origi- 
nate the idea of celebrating the day and who sub- 
scribed the money to pay for carrying it out were 
about 30 in pumber, known as the New-York gang, 
because they came from New-York only asbort 
time ago. They are spoken of by Brintnall and 
Burke Brothers, the contractors. as the most peace- 
able and the best workmen of the whole number 
employed at this point. about 250. For several 
weeks they have worked after hours putting up 
the tent and building the altar, and they have be- 
tween $20 and $40 to pay for the material used. 
Not more than or $5 was contributed by the 
other Italians, nor did they lift » hand to aid in the 
work of erecting the tent und altar. They also 
took little or no part in the services, sitting idly by 
playing cards, listening to the music, and watching 
the fire-works. Taking into consideration the great 
disadvantages under which the New-York Italians 
labored, their observance of the day was a great 
suecess. 


A REMINISCENCE OF THE SIEGE OF PARIS. 
From the London News. 

Much interesting information, some of which 
recalls the stirring incidents of the siege of Paris, 
is given by M. Steenachers, a friend of M. Gam- 
betta, in a sketch which he has written of the 
work done by the French Post Office during the 
war with Germany. M. Steenachers was appointed 
Director of the Post Office by the Government of 
the National Defense, and it fell within his prov- 


inee after the investment of Paris by the Germans 
to organize the dispatch of balioons with letters 
for the inhabitants of the departments. M. Stee 
nachers describes at some length the way in which 
the service Was started, und he states that the cars 
in many cases carried ax much as half aton of 
letters, to say nothing of two or three. passengers 
and the aeronaut himself. ‘Ibe first balloon left 
Paris on the 238d of September, and the last on the 
26 of January, and during the interval of four 
months 65 balloons, carrying 164 passengers, 381 
pigeons, 5 dogs, and 10 tous of letters and news- 
papers, left the inve-ted city. Seven of these were 
captured by the enemy and two bave never since 
been heard of. One of these, tne Jacquard, left 
Paris on the 18th of November, and was seen 
above Plymouth the following day. All trace of 
it was subsequently lost, and the Sir Richard Wal- 
lace, which left on the 27th of January, also disap- 
peared forever from human gaze. M. Steenachers 
describes the voyages of various balloons, such as 
the Armaud-Barbés,in which Gambetta left Paris 
on the 7th of Uctober; the Ville d'Orleans, which 
effected adescent north of Christiania, and the 
Ville de Paris, which came down at Wetzlar, and 
was, of course, captured by the Germans. M. 
Steenachers describes also the unsuccessful efforts 
made to use well-trained sheep dogs. which were 
taken out of Paris ia balloon~, as messengers for 
bringing letters into the besieged ojity. Hol ow 
collars were placed round their necks and filled 
with letters, but none of the dogs ever got back 
into Paris. Out of the 881 pigeons started from the 
departments all but 61 reached their destination, 
and one of them made the voyage no fewer than 
four times. M. Steenacber describes in some de- 
tail the efforts made to steer balloons, and it is no 
surprise to read that all of these were unsuccess- 


ful.

ERED IN A LEISURELY TOUR AROUND 
THE WORLD.

belonging to Mr. Jobn W. Bookwalter was dis- 
played at the Grand Opera-house this morning. 
The various articles embraced in the collection 
have heen placed in such position on the stage as 
to bring them into perfect view and permit the be- 
| holder to closely examine their texture and artistic 
| finish. The different articles are of such unusual 
| interest and in many cases so unlike anything ever 
seen here before that an accurate description is 
very difficult. In ati there are nearly 4,000 pieces, 
each having individual eharacteristics of peculiar 
interest. In the collection are articles from Japan, 
China, Egypt, India, Java, Ceylon, Borneo, and 
Malacca. Inthe Japanese collection may be seen 
some works of wonder instatuettes, cut from solid 


ivory. and representing historical and legendary 
scenes; rare bronzes. highly artistic in their de- 
signs and excelling in the skill of their production 
all similar casts ever seen in America, several 
being Jarge ornamental pieces decorated with his- 
turical figures in bas relief, and others stunding out 
boldly in perfect form and striking attitude; orna- 
meuts for swords and scabbards, made of a com- 
bination of metals, such as gold and copper, silver 
and copper, and al! richly inlaid, chased and 
carved, these being considered the most wonderful 
in their ingenuity of the entire collection; knives 
and swords, the handles of the latter being cov- 
ered with the corusvated skin of a species of 
fish, over which silk is woven, fancy orna- 
ments being secured in its complex mesies, 
ard the blades having edges of ruazor- 
like sharpness; elegant oabinets; boxes and 
— of intricate lacquer work representing 

eautiful scenery, the lavor of several years being 
required to produce them; wood carvings of won- 
dertul interest; carved bamboo vases, showing 
some of the finest specimens of Japanese handi- 
work; a large carved ivory vase, a horseman, cut 
in the solid tusk, being shown riding through a 
jungle; silk figures; Satsuma ware, embracing nine 
very large and elaborately decorated vas-s, be- 
sides a uumber of smaller but equally interesting 
pieces; Caga ware, including ancient China ware; 
pipes and tobacco pouches; bows and arrows; slip- 
pers; silk screens, tastefully hand-painted and em- 
broidered; tedspreads and table covers, with rich 
silk embroidery. 

From India are costly Cashmere shawls, camel's 
hair dress goods of the most beautiful texture and 
finish; Rampoor chutter, embroidered silks, Ben- 
ares brassware, skillfully chased and carved; trays 
and flower-pots of silverand gold iniaid; Madura 
ware of copper inlaid with silver; Cashmere ware 
of pure silver inlaid with guld; the celebrated 
Daccea thuslin, of such exceedingly delicate tex- 
ture that if spread out and moistened with water 
it will almost disappear, and which is very exven- 
sive and exceedingly ditficult to obtain, as it is 
made for Princesses only; ornamental slippers, 
and many other articles. 

From ypt is a fine display of silks. Some 
beautiful laces from Ceylun are also on display. 
From Java are hand-painted sarons or scarfs, 
crisses, knives, weapons of warfare, some beauti- 
ful slippers, and a number of small articles. Canes 
from Borneo, Malueca, Singapore, Japan, and 
China. 

In the collection are several hundred large pho- 
tographs, which constitute one of the most at- 
tractive features of the exhibition. Those from 
Egypt clearly illustrate ancient temples, the pyra- 
mids, the sphinx, ancient movuments, and ruins, 
and views ot the cities of Cairo, Tel-el-Kebir, and 
others. Those from India are remarkably good 

ictures; they are views of historic monuments, 
emples, the gre.ttom) of Taj Mahal, Hindu tem- 
pies, scenes in the Himalaya Mountains, palaces of 
the Moguls, Mohammedan mosques, views uf the 
saored city of Benares, with its 5,000 temples. and 
views of Bombay and Calcutta. Those trom Java 
are views of Batavia, the capital, and of the 
Mountains and rolcanoes of the interior. Thoue 
from Japan represent landscape v ews and Japan- 
ese costumes. Among these photographs are por- 
traits of beautiful women of each ovuntry visited. 

This profuse display of relics anid photographs, 
which is perhaps the largest belonging to any pri- 
vate individual in the world, gives altogether a 
more disiinet conception of the character, per- 
sonal appearance, and habits of the people and 
scenery surrounding them in the eountries visited 
than could ve conveyéd in anv other manner than 
personal obsery.tion. Mr. Bookwa'ter has been 
sulicited by a number of the leading citizens of 
Cinctonati to place bis collection on exhibition in 
that city. He will probably arrange to hare them 
taken there for a short time.

OLD AND NEW sTAGE-COACHING. 
——_a__—. 
From the London Daily Telegraph. 

“‘T think no one who intends having a ride 
on the coaches during the Summer need refrain 
because the weather is not fine enough.” Thus 
writes Mr. Stanley Harris, alias ‘“‘An Old Stager.”’ 
But the coaches of which he speaks were of a very 
different kind from the gay vehicles whose cheer- 
ful horns are heard every afternoon as some ama- 
teur or professional whip dexterously guides them 
through the maze of carriages incumbering Picca- 
dilly or Bond-street when the hour of 6 P. M. 
draws near. It was of 1833, not 1883, that 
Mr. Stanley Harris and Capt. Malet were 
thinking when they wrote, the former his 
“Old Ooaching Days,’’ and the latter his 
“Annals of the Road.” Strange, indeed, 


mu-t be the thoughts baunting the brain of such 
** old stagers”’ as the Duke of Beaufort, Lord Mac- 
clesfield, Gen. Tyrwhitt, Mr. T. T. Drake, and 
Capt. Bastard when they see, let us say, the ‘ Old 
Times,”’ with Major Dixon or James Selby on the 
box, coming along Pice»dify and pulling up 
with a full load of passengers at the White Horse 
Cellar. That holiday drag, plying every day in 
Summer between Piccadiliy and Virginia Water, 
recalls the far more business-like mails and coaches 
which filled a former generation with wonder 
when George or William IV. was King. There 
are many still living who can even remember 
the procession of the mails on the birthday of 
George I11L.—the 4th of June—when every coach- 
man and guard sported a brand-new scarlet 
livery, and had as magnificent posy stuck in his 
breast, as he tooled his perfectiy matched team of 
four Lorses neatly up to the General Post Office. in 
St. Martin’s-le-Grand. Who could say what weather 
or what accident each of those superbly horsed 
mails might not encounter before they reached 
their respective destinations? Ona dark night in 
October, nearly 70 years since, the Exeter mail 
drew up at Winterslow Hut, one of the wiidest 
and bleakest spots in Wiltshire, and not far 
distant from Salisbury Plain, when a lioness 
suddenly emerged from the darkness and 
sprang upon the off-leader'’s back. Great was 
the uproar which immediately arose. The so!- 
itary valley re-echoed with the cries of the 
affrighted passengers, some of whom fied precipi- 
tately and took shelter in the inn, where they 
locked themselves up ina bedroom. A diversion 
in the horse's favor was effected by a large mastiff, 
which attacked the tioness, and soon paid with his 
life the penalty for interfering. Leaving the horse, 
the lioness turned upon the dog, and, after a short 
pursuit, tore nimin pieces. At last the keeper of 
the savage animal, which had escaped from a cara- 
van bound for Salisbury Fair. arrived upon the 
scene of action, and with great difficulty drove 
her into an out-house. The off-leader recovered 
from his wounds. and worked tor many subsequent 
years between Winier-low and Devizes. 

“We used in those days to have aay-coaching 
and night-coaching,”’ says Mr, Stanley Harris, ** no 
less thun Winter-coaching and Summer-coaching, 
and, of course, were opvliged to accommodate our- 
selves to the occasion."’ A glance at the amateur 
coaches of to-day, although extremely gratifying 
to the connoisseur’s eye as revards the beauty of 
the harness, the elegance of the drags, and the 
symmetry and harmony of the well-matched 
horses, will reveal to those who, as boys, went to 
schvol upon the top of astage or mail coach that 
pleasure, not business, is nowadays the object 
aimed at. Who that was ever exposed to 
a snow-storm as an outside passenger for 
a couple of days and nights will aesire 
a renewal in inter of what it is the 
fashion ignorantly to call “the good old times.” 
On the evening of Christmas Day, 1836, for in- 
stance, a tremendous fall of snow commenced 
over the whole of Eugland and Scotland. It was 
sueh a storm asthat which, beginning in London 
on “* White Tuesday,” the 18th of January, 1881, 
continued during the whole of the next day with 
unabated severity, «nd left the metropolis isolated 
and cut off from the provinces on the morning of 
Jan. 20. In 1836the snow-storm was general all over 
the isiand, having begun in Scotiand about the 20th 
of December, and reached the south of England 
on the night of Christmas Day. ‘ Never 
before,”’ says a contemporary neW-paper, ‘* was 
the London mail stopped upon every road for a 
whole night, and unable to get to thie General Post 
Office. None of the regular coaches due on Mon- 
day from every part of the country had arrived, as 
was their custom, during the night."’ Fourteen 
mail-coaches were abandoned upon various roads, 
The mail from London to Brighton reached Craw- 
ley, but was obliged to return, while the Dover 
mail could get no further than Gravesend. The 
Brighton ap-mall, starting on Sunday evening, 
was upset in a snowdrift, and when the guard, 
who had gone in search of assistance, re- 
turned, he could ‘ind no sign of vehicle, coach- 
man, Or passengers. At last the castaways 
were discovered, but it was impossible to 
move the eoach. The passengers and coachman 
got with extreme difficulty to Clayton, seven miles 
from Brighton, on foot, while the guard, with the 
mail-bags slung across bis back, set off on borse- 
baek for Lundon, but did not get there until Tues-

THE ISLE OF MAN 


—_—_—»__——_ 
From the Liverpool Mercury. 

The census of the Isle of Man, the detailed 
particulars of which have just been - published, 
shows that daring the past 10 years the population 
of the island has been all but stationary. The ares 
of the island is returned as in 1821, the first census 
year here recorded, at 145,325 acres, though the 
reclamations which have been made at some parts, 


and the denudations that have taken place at 
others, must have caused some variation in the 
amount of surface. A remarkable feature is the 
different ratio in which inhabited and uninhabited 
houses have increased during the 60 years included 
inthe return. In 1821 the inhabited houses were 
6,627, and in 1881 9,425, while the uninhabited houses 
nad grown from 279 to 1,018 and the number 
building from 49 to 112. These figures appear to 
indicate either that builders in the island are spee- 
ulating in a Very reckless manner or that the an- 
nual inflex of visitors, which in April,gvhen the 
ceusus istaken, has not set in, causes a at de- 
mand for houses during the “ season” alone. The 
rate of inérease in the population has also seen 
many Variations. In the 10 years 1821-3) it was at 
the rate of 2.3 per cent. The next decade saw a 
prodigious leap. the actual number added to the 
population being 6,975, or 17 per cent. During the 
next 10 years also the growth of the popalation 
proceeded at a fair rate, being 9.2 percent. Since 
1857, however, if bas been practically stagnant, for 
in 10 years from that date the whole increase was 
but 82, or .2 per cent; in 1861-71 it was 1,573, or 3 
per cent., while in the last decade it dropped to 
the practically {nappreciable fizure of 47, or.1 per 
cent. The entire inerease, therefore, in 60 years 
has been but 34,9 percent. With regard to age. 
the Manxmen can boast of one centenarian, a 
man stated to be aged 105, 2 women of 95 or 
more, and 4 men and 14 women of the age of 90 and 
upward. As to marriage, there are 17,009 un- 
marriod males, With 17,149 unmarried females to 
cnoose from; 8,234 husbands with, strange to say, 
only 8,086 wives; 1,048 widowers, and 2,563 widows, 
The record of occupations of the inhabitants con- 
tains some interesting information, There ate 48 
churoh clergymen, 3 Roman Catholic priests, 20 
ministers of various denuminations, and 15 mis- 
sionaries and Sertpture readers to look after the 
spiritual concerns of the population, while the 
temporal army appears to consist of 31 officers 
(effective and retired) and 23 non-commissioned 
officers and men. Militia, veomanry, and volun- 
teers inelude 4 individuals, while there are 31 army 
eusioners. The litigious propensities of the 
«landers are ministered to by 44 barristers -and 
solicitors, whtle their bodily ailments afford employ- 
ment to 29 medical practitioners, one of them a 
lady, 8 dentists, and 6 medical assistants. Educa- 
tion ts pro. ided for by 325 teachers of both sexes, 
while journalism and literary pursu!ts engross the 
attention of 10 persons. ne actor holds sole 
possession of the Island stage. There are 1,222 
farmers and graziers, 1,586 agricuitural laborers, 15 
shepherds, and 2,633 fishermen. Two gamekee}; ers 
suffices for all the needs of the island, while nota 
single woodman finds scope for bis labor. What 
becomes of Manxmen when they die does not ap- 
pear, as neither a funeral furniture-maker nor an 
undertaker figures in the return. There are 119 
male and 52 female inn-keepers, 44 male and 280 
female lodging-nouse keepers, and 4 male and 4 
female coffee-house kespers.. The lead mines give 
employment to 1,040 males. There is one crossing- 
sweeper only in the island. The affillcted of both 
sexes include 66 blind. 25 deaf and dumb, 132 luna- 
tics, (44 males and 88 females,) and 57 idiots.

AN ELECTR.C RAILWAY. 
From tie London Standard, 

The electric railway at Wimbledon, which 
it was exoected would have carried passengers 
during the recent rifle association meeting, made 
a start on Friday, and atrain, with Earl Brown- 
low, Sir Henry Halford, and 18 other members of 
the association, ran the length of the line, abouta

JUDGE WESTBROUOK’S LAIEST. 


HOW HE CAME BETWEEN A U8SURPER AN} 
AVENGING JUSTICE.

the rascals who committed such gross frauds in the 
Mayoralty election out of a dilemma from which 
they could not otherwise have escaped, and honest 
men Can but teel that justice has been outraged in 
her chosen temples. This new strain upon the 
character of the Judge forces it to its furthest ten- 
sion, and will induce many people who sympa- 
thized with him in his past troubles to withdraw 
from him that confidence which must be generail 
extended toa judicial officer to enabie fit to ef: 
fectively discharge the duties of his position. The 
¢omments of the Albany Arpreas gives & good un- 
derstanding of the ease, and in their justice the 
unbiased opinion of the public will eoncur: 

It is a terrible thing when'an honest American 
citizen has to condemn an American court, The 
Zrprees has always felt this, and has always given 
an indicted Judge the benefit of all doubts. Our 
charity in this direction was never greater strained 
than when Judge Westbrook was charged with 
conniving to serve Jay Gould and his gang of ele- 
vated railroad sharpets. But as the Judge had 
seemed to confine himself within the forms of law 
we said nothin, although many esteemed contem- 
poraries insisted that within the form of law ereat 
wrong and robbery had been committed. But in 
his recent action in the Swinburneé-Nolan case 
Judge Westbrook has put himself beyond the pos 
sibility of justification or excuse. He has written 
a long opinion which makés the law mean nothing, 
and under fair judicial ititerpretation the jaw is 
never nonsense. 

““Jast look at the monstrotis action of Judge 
Westbrook. Dr. Swinburne took a formal judg- 
ment by default on the 28d of June, by which his 
title to the office of Mayor of Albany was estab- 
lishea. Under the code Swinburne was entitled to 
revover from Nolan damages to the amount of the 
salary drawn by Nolan (section 1.954.) To this end 
the court had the power to impose upon the usurp- 
ing officer a penalty of $2,000.—(Section 1,956.) 
After the default of June 23 Judge Westbrook him- 
self granted an order givitig the plaintiff the rieht 
to file a supplementary complaint to try this ques- 
tion of damages giving the defendant a right 
to serve an answer within 2 days. Here 
it was promised that all the evidence 
would be presented, showing the frauds 
that were committed and who was back 
of them. It was weli known that over this 
prospect ex-Mayur Nolan, Daniel Manning. Daniel 
Lamont, St. Clair MeKeiway, and all of tne people 
who had been concerned in perpetuating the 
Nolan régime were anxiously squirming. No one 
could see how it was possible to further conceal 
the abdominal facts as to how the Democratic 
Party heid its sway in the capital city of the State, 
But Judge Westbrook has solved the problem. 
Of course, he had to overturn law and fact to do 
it; but still hedidit. He bas simply dismissed 
the case in Nolan's favor without trying the 
facts that his previous order provided shoula be 
tried. What the people of Albany wan: to know is 
whether Mr. Nolan was a party to the crime by 
whieh he usurped the office of Mayor. Judge 
Westbrook has assumed to say that the mysterious 
doings alluded to can nevercome tolignt. This 
paper has all along insisted that the guilty persons 
shoul! be punished. We have insisted upon this 
as journalists, as Republican~-, as citizens. We in- 
si-tuponit now. We are satisfied, and we take 
pleasure in saying a0, that the present City Gov- 
ernment honestly means to follow up and prose- 
cute the crimes that have been committed against 
the people of this eity. It beg | be possible for a 
Democratic Supreme Court Judge to stop the 
course of justice. But we don’t believe it.” 

To save his friends from State prison Nolan took 
himself out of court—silently and shamefully 
siunk away. Now, the Judge says Dr. Swinburne 
shal) not have that remedy at iaw which the law 
gives him, and by so saying closes the only avenue 
to the exposure of the theives who stole the liber- 
ties and the rights of the citizes of Albany.

MALARIA.

PREVALENCE OF IT IN ITALY~WHEKE IT IP 


USUALLY FOUND. 
From the London 7imes. 

A favorite seat of malaria is at the moutm 
of rivers. Salt water meeting fresh is a combina 
tion in which it revels. Nowhere is it more terrt- 
ble than at the outlet of the Tiber. When it can- 
not enjoy the conjunction for which it has a predi- 
leetion, it contents itself with the banks of 
streams ei her naturally sluggish or liable to be 
blocked by mud or vegetation. In the Pontine 
Marshes it is fed by loitering rivulets, unprovided 


with a sufficient fall, and encouraging the growth 
of a rank exuberance of water weeds. If there 
be no rivets, as in portions of the Campagna, 
the soil, composed of volcanic rock, secretes @ 
little below the surface poisoucus juices on 
which malaria thrives. Lisht, sandy soil enabies 
it to emit its deadly exhalations easily. It 
can defive its aliment equally, in union with other 
suitable atmospheric circumstances, from the 
fruitfal pastures and corn‘fields of Lombardy. 
Rocks and deserts and thickets, sterilé plains in 
Holland and iofty uplands in Italy, all atve itgnel- 
ter on occasion. Yet, when the circumstances of 
its appearance are examined they always exhibit 
certain resemblances. Invariably there is vegeta- 
ble decomposition in connection with latent moist- 
ure standing over from a previous superabund- 
anoé. Putrefaction does not recessarily engender 
malaria. Excessive beat, though promoting it, is 
not indispensable. What is obligatory is that ata 
little distance below the surface matter of a kind 
to rot with damp should exist, and that the surface 
itself should not be vovered with water to drown 
or purge in its transit the deadly vapor. Floods 
while they last are as inimical to malaria as 
the refusal to let water stagnate underground. 
Summer and early autumn are its peculiir sea- 
son, a8 much because the surface waters of 
Winter and Spring are by that time dried up 
as that the scorching rays of the sun tend to 
draw the noxious vegetable fumes at that period 
most readily forth. Karthin which moistere fs 
not allowed to scenmulate undisturbed purifies 
the elements of corruption. Malaria works. its 
mischief by means of muisture not enough to 
saturate the soil to its surface and more than 
enough to be absorbed thoroughly. In a state of 
nature vegetation often effects its own evre by & 
sufficiency of foliage to condense and neutralize 
the datigerous emunations. With a perfect system 
of cultivation the evil is obviated by the compal- 
sion imposed upon riverand rain water to circulate 
where they are bid and to confine themswites to 
their proper purpose of irrigation. Miasmatic ail- 
ments are most inveterate and malignant in lands 
subjugated to the uses of human } 
subjugated inadequately. As a physical condition 
of malaria is that there should bé some moisture 
where once there was much, 8 corresponding his- 
torical condition is the gradual retreat of haman 
enterprise from an area it once ruled. Malaria in 
the Campugna is a legacy of the departed Roman 
yeomanrv; it tells of vanished Volgcian energy 
and prasperity along the Appian highway; it is a 
memorial of Greek magnificence ani populousness 
in the fever-stricken plains of Asia Minor. 
Absolute human occupation is the real remedy 
for malaria. In Italian cities it is notoriously 


worst where habitations are few. At Romeithas . 


long reigned in the thinly-peopied vicinity of the 
Basilica of Saint Paul; no quarter is less visited by 
itthan the crowded Ghetto and the puriieus of the 
Pantheon. In the Campagna and the neighbor- 
hood of Terracina it is supposed to have hardly 
been known until Roman conquests and patrician 
wealth expelled the petty farmers tarned 
provinces into sheep-walks and buffalo pastures. 
The sea-board of Asia was healthy while it re- 
mained a miracle of cultivation and a nursery of 
multitudinous human lite: Cause and effect are 
shown in its modern aspect of a sprinkling of pau- 
per villages stamped with fever and clamoring to 
the traveler for quinine. A diffieuity is tbat, even 
where political and social circumstan es are far 
more favorable than in Asiatic Turkey, steps can- 
not be retraced with impunity. Southera soil has 
the secret of preserving the seeds of malaria im- 
planted by neglect to punish posterity desirous to 
repair the omission. Low fever ig more prevalent 
ih the new quarters of the Italian capital, which 
have been lying kalf waste since they were & 
burial ground for slaves thousands of years ago, 
than in the narrow lanes of the medieval city. 
Military statisticians report that the railwa: 
which are reviving the stir of life in innumerabie 
recesses of the peninsula, have seemed to open 
vents and breathing holes for bad forms of fever. 
Adwitted. as it is, that the only way of nealing the 
sickness which desolates the Campagna is to 4 
it up with the plow, the peasant farmers selec 
to make the experiment will have to pay first truits 
in aguo before they are acclimatized. The richest 
soil in Italy cannot be suffered to remain forever & 
grazing ground for buffaloesand a preserve of wild 
boars. When the dunesare cut whieh bank up the 
issues of the stream, and the torpid overgrown 
pools are forced to find an exit-to the sea, the Pon- 
tine Marshes will cease to have a right tothe same.

Leave of absence 
for one month from Sept. 1 has been eranted First 
Lieut. David D. Mitchell, Fifteenth Infantry. 

The Secretary of War has ordered the following

ITS EFFORTS TO CHECK MALPRACTICES ON 


THE TURF. 
From the London Times. 

The pause before the Goodwood gathering is 
to the racing season what the Whitsuntide recess 
is to the session of Parliament. 
the work is done, and we are in a position to take 
stock Of the general characteristics of the year. 


So far as 1883 is concerned, we have had as yet no | 


sensational turf proceedings or any incident much 
beyond those which mast be expected one season 
with another. Our great prizes have not been 
swept away, as they were two years ago, by the 
foreigners—if we can, indeed, use that phrase to 
the owners of Foxhall and Iroquois. 
possible exception of Barcaldine, no horse has come 


out so as to stamp him as one of the celebrities of 
the generation. If the present racing season is 
likely to be remarkable for anything, it is the 
course taken by the Jockey Club in endeavoring to 


exercise their authority to check malpractices on 
the turf. Its action in this respeot is not premature, 
Indeed,some of the evils complained of had reacned 
a point that made them the su ject of attempted 
legislation by Pariiament. Lord Aberdare lately 
proposed introducing in the House of Lords a bill 
the object of which was to invest magistrates 
with authority for tne regulation of the small race 
meetings which have 80 largely increased of late 
vears. But after reflection, and upon an intima- 
tion that the Jockey Club themselves would deal 
with the question, the bill*was nt proceeded with. 

Most people will think that Lord Aberdare ex- 
ercised a wise discretion. The objects of the meas- 
ure were worthy of all rT: for the scandals and 
malpractices incidental to those gatherings are a 
matter of notoriety. The suppression of the evil 
is not in controversy, but the question remains 
how the suppression can be best accomplished 
without an undue interference with thit fair indul- 
gence in »p rt which is part of the liberty of the 
subject. ord Aberdare proposed to tae it 
about by meansof the strong hand of the law. 
Magistrates and policemen were to be bis agents. 
Now, what is called the Turf forms a very peculiar 
institution. It hes its own laws, which, although 
not within the jurisdiction of the public execu- 
tive. are, as a rule, as well obeyed as those en- 
grafted upon the statute book. There isa mor- 
a ly powerful and efficient controlling force that 
suffices for its purpose. Of this power tne Jockey 
Club is the chief impersonation. The Jockey Club 
may be called in more senses than one a venerable 
institution. Its age and the compo-ition of its 
members entitle to it the highest respect. Its pro- 
ceedings have recelvea the gei.eral avceptance of 
those interested in the world of racing, and its au- 
thority. although sometimes dieputed, is in the 
main effective. -Under its rule the turf, although 
not free from blemish. has been regulated probably 
as well as any institution similarly cireumstanced 
could be, ana the excellence of the judgment shown 
by Lord Aberdare in removing his bili from the 
purview of Parlinment isto be foundin the fact 
that he considers the evils he proposes to remove 
may be more advantageously dealt with by the 
Jockey Club than by the strong arm of the law. 
These evils are of a peculiar and domestic nature, 
and he seems to think they may be better dealt 
witn by the domestic tribunal that is conversant 
with all the incidents of the subject than by law- 
yers, magistrates, and policemen. In this respect 
he will be supported by public opinion, which 
has already well indorsed the policy of the stew- 
ards of the Jockey Club. That policy has been in 
effect to place all race meetings within their juris- 
diction, and to make al! maloractices punishable 
attheirhands, Their power of punishment is, of 
course, special, They may suspend or expe! a de- 
linquent from the turf. They cannot award im- 
prisonment or pena! servitude, but they can deal 
with an evil-doer so effectively that, so far as 
the turf is concerned, he is deprived of 
the power of repeating his misdeeds. This 
power has come to be exercised more freely, 
and, we are bound to say, with general advantage, 
of recent years. The Turf itself. as exemplified 
by race mectings, has largely expanded, end the 
tribunal that supervises it has had its functions 
and responsibilities materially increased. It has 
sometimes been accused of high-hunded proeced- 
ings that may not always commend themselves to 
those who judge everything on the lines of the 
procedure of the Common Law Courts and the 
rules of evidence. But even those who may re- 
gard the procedure as autocratic and imperfect 
hardly question the honesty and justice of the 
motives by which it is dictated. The stewards 
of the Jockey Clab have suspended an 
owner of racehorses and his jockey for sus- 
picious practices, and the have inquired 
into the performances of orses that have 
appeared to them inconsistent with fair dealing.

UNDER HIS PARENT’S THUMB. 


YOUNG MR. WANDELL MUST PAY ALIMONY 
FOR NOT LIVING WITH HI8 WIFE. 

Judgment for the plaintiff was rendered by 
Judge O’Gorman, in the Superior Court, yesterday, 
in the suit of Charlotte M. Wandell for a limited 
divorce from Francis L. Wandell. The defendant 
is a son of ex-Police Justiee Wandell. He married 
the plaintiff in 1877 against ‘the will of his father, 
and he was for several months denied recognition 
by the members of his family. Finaily his father 


and mother became reconciled to him, but refused 
to recognize his wife, orto extend any courtesy 
to her. Wandell spent bis days at the law- 
office of his brother, where he was em- 
pes as a clerk, and his evenings at the 
nouse of bis parents, leaving bis wife without eom- 
pany the greater part of the time. She upbraided 
him for bis negiect,and said many bitter things 
about his relatives, who had treated her with so 
much scorn. Quarrels occurred between them, 
and, finally, on Oct. 6, 1882, Wandel! told his wife 
that she stood in his way, and he would have been 
“better off with a mistress.” Although he re- 
called the words at once, she did not forgive him, 
but on the following day left his home, and started 
to the home of some of her relatives in Chicago. 
Before leaving New-York she se:.t her child—a girl 
about 4 years old—to her mother-in-law. From 
Chicago she wrote to her husband that she would 
not return to him uniess he consented to 
give up his relatives and devote himself 
to her. She repented of this, however, 
for, returning to’this City, she met her husband at 
the house of a mutual friend and told him she had 
done wrong in leaving him. He accepted her as 
penitent, and agreea to live with heragain. On 
the following day he visited her and told her he 
bad reconsidered his determination, and he would 
not live with her, because if he took her back his 
father would disown and his brother would dis- 
charge him. He offered to support her where she 
was staying, and said that their daughter should 
remain in the custody of bis mother. 

Mrs. Wandell began her suit for a limited di- 
vorce and the custody of her child, alleging that 
her husband had deserted her, and that he had 
treated her cruelly andinhumanly. Judge O'Gor- 
man decided that there was not sufficient proof of 
the alleged cruel treatment, or of a failure or 
neglect on the part of Wandell to properly pro- 
vide for his wife while they lived together. He 
based his conclusion that Mrs. Wandell shall have 
the relief she asked for on the ground that Wan- 
dell abandoned her on Nov. 24, 1882, when he re- 
fused to again live with her. As alimony for her- 
self and means to support and educate her ehild, 


the verge of bankruptcy at the close of its last 
Administration.

DE LESSEPS TO GLADSTONE. 


M. de Lesseps’s letter to Mr. Gladstone, ad- 
dressed on the 20th ult., reads as follows: 


My Dear anp Honornasie Frienp: You are 
aware with what cordial loyalty the 8uez Board of 
Adtinistration and the representatives of the 
Government of the Queen on that board have de- 
voted themselves unceasingly up to the present 
time, within the limits of the law, to the legitimate 
interests of the shareholders and the clients of the 
Untversal Maritime Canal. This constant accord 
has just been embodied In a written agreement, 
which gave to this two fold interest such just 
rights as were permitted on the one hand by the 
obligations of a company enjoying an exclu- 
sive monopoly for 98 years of constructing a 
maritime canal in the Egyptian isthmus, and on 
the other hand of the ship-owners whose fleets 
make use of the work, accomplished after so much 
outlay and such great efforts. ‘This agreement, ex- 
amined and concerted with the Ministers of the 
Queen, aimed at giving effect to the principal 
objects of both parties by securing within the 
shortest possible term the construction of a 
maritime road paraliei to the present one, and by 
holding out\a prospect of reductions of rates in 
conformity with the promises solemnly mauve at 
a former time to the shareholders ana ship- 
owners. In France public opinion, forgetting 
the past, has unanimousiy applauded this accord. 
In England, {t appears to me,a section of public 
opinion, which has perhaps judged hastily, bas 
not understood the whole bearing of the equit- 
able arrangement which has been arrived at, 
and the result has been unpleasant discussions 
between two friendly nations, discussions which, 
I fear, may prejudice deeply and for a long time 
the- necessary sentiments ot strong friendship 
which have united the two peoples. I should per- 
sonaily be much grieved it a work of peace exe- 
cuted in Egypt with French capital in the interest 
of universal commerce should become a motive of 
discord, and if Europe were to witness the devel- 
opment in the English Parliament and under your 
Libera! Ministry of an error of judgment fatal 
to right. In the interest of general peace, 
in the interest of the Franco-Eng.isn alliance, 
indispensable to the civilization of the world, 

bee you not to consider yourself bound 
toward myseif by the terms of the agreement 
we have signed. Our board of administration 
possesses by the statutes of the company sufficient 
powers to decide upon the construction of a seo- 
ond maritime road, and to settle the dues to be 
levied, and our shareholders are in a position to 
furnish the means for cutting a second canal. Con- 
sequently, regard as expressly understood that if 
our agreement be suspended or even withdrawn, 
the construction of a second maritime canal will 
be immediately carried out, and all the reductions 
of dues foreshadowed in that agreement will be 
enforced. And we shall continue, in undistarhed 
peace, as hitherto, and in accord with the repre- 
sentatives of the Queen's Government on the 
board, to work and improve the maritime canal in 
accordance with the exigencies of a work made to 
remain freely open, and made for the fleeta of all 
nations without exclusion or favor, according to 
the terms of ourconcession. Accept, | dear and 
bonorable friend, the expression of my affectionate 
sentiments and my high esteem.

A BUCKING MULE. 


THE NANTUCKET MAN’S ADVENTURE IN THE 
EARLY DAYS OF CALIFORNIA, 
Correspondence of tiie Hartford (f onn.) Vowrant. 

In 1850 a whaling mate from Nantucket 
was fitting out for the mines near our back door in 
Saeramento. He was a tall, serious, large-featurea 
man, probably the head of afamily at home, and 
might have had handsome daughters if he had any. 
He was particular in bis outfit, and was a long time 
getting ready. He couldn't easily find a mule to 
suit him because he wanted an extra large one. 
Meanwhile he was gathering his traps and at- 
tending horse auctions on K-street. After about 
a fortnight he came down street with a big 
mule in tow that sold cheaper, he said, because 
there was no sufficient mate for him in the coun- 


try. There was considerable sloping deck-room on 
him and great capacity for pa’k saddles and 
the hanging on of camp and mining furniture. 
The Nantucket mate had a tent, a gold-washer 
—the latest improved pattern, in sections—two 
picks, two shovels, a frying-pan, a box of salt- 
meat, do. bread, do. clothes, some sort of along 
fire-arm, and a little demijohn of choiee liquor that 
1 remember, and I[ doubt if I regollect half he had, 
for he was a great provider and skilled in stowine 
ships against the chances of a long voyage. The 
mule was a good-looking one. No bystander suz- 
gested anything against him, and I guess in ordi- 
nary service he was kind. The mate appeared to 
have no suspicions of the animal, sinee his size was 
allright. He may have been thinking of some pet 
old farm-horse in Nantucket that he knew would 
carry all the boys that could pile on him. In those 
e riy California days very few people of New 
England birth realized the compressed energy ia a 
mule. As I have hinted, the big muie himgelf 
might not have been aware of his latent powers. 
But there is no telling. He stood grave and still as 
a church among the chips near the wood-pile at 
our back door while the mate, an expert rigger, 
with plenty of voluntary help was packing. I was 
just then laying the soup-bone keel of a dinner and 
cleaning up the kitohen after breakfast. 

There was one pack-saddle and one riding saddle 
on the mule, strung along amidships, I remember. 
The reader must understand thata backing mule 
or horse can develop a perfect hinge in bis back 
that is not reckoned fu ordinary equine osteology. 
I have thought since that this mule’s back hinge 
must have come between the two eaddles, for at 
the post-mortem exawination of this particular 
mining expediti n it was discovered that the 
girthe of the saddles found upon the ground were 
neither broken, uobuckled, nor untied, but simply 
shed or shucked off. Of ascore of observers no 
one saw exactly bow this was done, the movement 
was so rapid and such a dust was flying. The mule 
was for a minute the invisible centre of a storm- 
cloud from which radiated, as from an explosion, 
the 50 or 60 articles I have enumerated, But lam 
getting ahead of my story. 

A bucking animal, you see—and as I write and 
refiect and recollect, it seems, after all, as if this 
mule must have been an old hand at it—can sweil 
himself by taking in wind, so as to burst bis girths, 
or he can shrink and collapse s0 as to loosen hjs 
straps, and then, by that hinge in his back, he can 
drop the seat of a saddle plumb perpendicular, and 
jounce it over bis bead or tall, as the ease of the 
case may be, to the ground by tremendous stiff- 
legged force against the earth. The buoking mule, 
at his greatest heightin midair, doubles bis head 
and heels together by that hinge so as to look like 
a pair of saddle bags or wet trousers flung over a 
lariat. In that position there is absolutely no seat 
for a rider, and most people in such a predivca- 
ment feel a willingness to alight aside from the 
attraction of gravitation and before the arrested 
battering-ram force of the mule’s legs against the 
ground shoots the rider out of his stirrups as from 
a catapult. 

Not much mule was to be seen between ears, tail. 
and noofs when the mate had knotted the last tie 
of his nampers, belayed the spar line, ship shape, 
and swune his long leg like a derrick from our big 
chopping-block ove: the animal ali ready to make 
sail. He had ona pair of weighty Spauish spurs, 
and some declared afterward that the mate would 
have got safety under way if he had not grazed the 
mule’s beily with the flukes of one of those an- 
chors. But this will never, probably, be known. 
In one instant the mass of hard and wooden 
ware with the bags was in fearful motion and 
shot up into the air. I thought the whole con- 
cern would tumble down through the canvas 
of our kitchen and spill the dinner of 
40 peopie. Buti guess the muie had canvassed 
the whole business otherwise. As the dust set- 
tled and our wits gathered from amazement and 
affrigit, the mule, clean as he was born, was seen 
calmly cropping weeds that grew where we flung

To tha Kditor of the New-York Times: 

It is certainly refreshing to the anti-Potter- 
ites among the Alumni to witness the return to 
thelr original impregnable position of the anti- 
Potter Trustees, In the meeting ju-t held they re- 
affirm their conviction that the interests of the 
college demand the removal of President Potter, 
and declure that the dismissal of the charges was 
not intended as an exonoration of the President. 
At one time the opposition to the President seemed 
to lack organization and discipline, and the Pres!- 
dent's party were not slow to avall themselves of 
this advantage. If the present attituae of the 
anti-Potter Trustees proves enduring, vigorous, 
and alert,the removalof the President will be 
merely a questionof time. A clear and compre- 
hensive manifesto, backed up by thorongh and 
effective organization, such as is already under 
way, must prove effectual. While hardly more 
than a looker-on in the contest, and necessarily so 
from my inconvenient relations to someof the 
parties in the affair, I have not failed to notice 
oertain methods of warfare disgraceful to the 
party using them. One of the most marke of 


these is the unwarranted and partisan assault of 
Judge Landon upon his colleagues 1n the Board of 
Trustees. That Howard Potter and the President 
and their following should indulge in such slander- 
ous misrepresentations is not to be wondered at 
in men of their stripe, but that a Judge upon 
the bench should degrade himself by traliing the 
ermine inthe dust of slander, spitefalness, and 
misrepresentation is greatly to be deplored. Be- 
cause Judge Landon disapproved of the bili to re- 
lieve the ex oflicio Trustees was no sufficient 
reason for maligning the course and impugning 
the motives of those Trustees favoring its passage. 
Nor was there any benevoleat justice in that cun- 
ning, Inconsistent, and studied interview with the 
reporter of the Albany Aapress. Every one famil- 
far with the reai facts and the Judge’s previous 
course formed a correct estimate of Judge Landon 
asa man on the strength of that transparent inter- 
view. And because the Judge displayed his folly 
and ignorance of figures and financial matters in 
his attempt to destroy the influence of the financial 
report of the Alumni Trustees, was no reason why 
he should give himself so completely away ia bis 
scandalous open letter addresxed to the ex officio 
Trustees, and vuigarly promulgated throughout 
the country. This kind of warfare may do among 
common sireet blackguards, but it does not favor- 
ably impress an intelligent and discriminat- 
ing public. Such slanderous mi<siles hurled 
against strong opponents in the hope to 
destroy their character and influence’ re- 
turn with a thousand-fold more torce upon 
the party hurling them. An_ impartial 
public will decide upon the merits of the case, and 
not in tavor: f ignoble and partisan calumniation. 
The best defense of President Potter would be to 
show, if possible, that he is innocent of the charges 
brought against him. If this cannot be done he 
had better resign. A marked characteristic of the 
defense is the prominence given to the name and 
opinion of Judge Landon, and his apparent will- 
ingness to be so used. Landon is « Judge, there- 
fore his name and opinion ought to be a tower of 
strength, and conclusive evidence of the Presi- 
dent's innocence. This might be a forcible argu- 
ment if a sheep’s skin were always infallible proof 
of the character of the object it covered, 

In giving this to the pubilo, purely upon its own 
intrinsic justness, I sh it to be aistinetly under- 
stood that I do so without the knowledge or con- 
currence of my venerable sire, who has beep so 
basely and falsely assailod by Howard Potter, 
Judge Landon, and their party, and who could 
not de indueed to appearin print in defense of his 
own character or motives, or honorable discharge 
of bis known duty.

VULCAN BEYOND REASONABLE DOUBT 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

While it appears that no intra-Mercurial 
planet was observed by the American party dur- 
ing the totality of the solar eclipse of May last, 
yetthe French expedition, through Prof. E. L. 
Trouvelot, who was assigned to this search, was 
more successful. On his way East he yisited me 
for a day and night at the Warner Observatory, 
and I learned from him the following facts, which, 
when joined and properly weighted, are in the 
highest degree confirmatory of not only the ex- 
istence of such planets, but that the objects seen 
by Prof. Watson and myself during the total eclipse 
of 1878 were, as we both have contended, Intra- 
Mercurial planets. At that time I saw two at once 
in the same field of the telescope about 7’ 


apart, both ranging with the sun and 
both very red. There can be no mistake 
about such an observation inasmuch as it was 
twice repeated, making in ali three consecutive 
ovservatious of these bodies Prof. Watson is cer- 
tain he saw one und, probably, another. One, at 
least, of his objects was red. After the sun had 
withdrawn from the locality I examined it care- 
fully, but found there no stars that would at all 
conform to the required position, magnitude, or 
color. I have long held the opinion that the color 
was abnormal, being caused in some unknown 
manner by the eclipse, but the observations of 
Prof. Trouvelot on this point are of vaet signiti- 
cance. He says he saw two stars within the eoro- 
na which were white, which goes far to prove that 
the red color of the objects seen in 1878 were en- 
tirely due to their planetary character, as, being so 
near the sun, they would naturally appear ruddy. 

Prof. Trouvelot has still stronger evidence, 
which nothing negative can overthrow. He says: 
**T saw in the finder a very red star, some 8° rorth- 
west of the sun, but while trying to refind it in the 
large telescope ‘time’ was calied, and in obedi- 
ence to instructions issued by the chief of my 
party, I was oblized to suspend further search in 
order to observe the closing scenes of totality.” 
Nor is this all, for one of his assistants, with the 
naked eye, just before time was called, shouted, 
“I see ared star." When, after the eclipse was 
over, he was asked where he saw it, he pointed at 
or very near to the place where the star was 
seen by Trouvelot. The above are the principal 
facts, gleaned from the accomplished French 
observer. At his request I have exam- 
ined the region of sky surrounding the eolipsed 
sun to ascertain ifared star exists there and find 
none. Frof. Janssen photographed the vicinity of 
the eclipsed sun, but with what success cannot be 
known until the negative shall have been de- 
veloped and examined at home and careful com- 
parisons made witn a photograph of the same 
locality taken several months previous to the 
eclipse.

THE JURY QUESTION, 
To the Fditor of the New-York Times: 

As THE Times's editorial showed, the question 
of “Trial by Judge” without jury is too greata 
subject to be more than suggestively dealt within 
the limits of asingle article, and a letter can but 
hint at another view of the many-sided question. 
What greater surety have we of unbiased Judges 
than unprejudiced juries? Being learned (?) in the 
law seems not to develop the necessary qualifica- 
tions for impartiality. As in the star route 
case Brady was tried (investigated) py a com- 
mittee of the House, composed principally of 
representative lawyers, some of them Judges, and 
most of them doubtless looking forward to that 
honored position, and Brady was virtually ac- 
quitted, while Judge Key, (later a United States 
Judge,) after a preliminary examination of the 
charces against Brady, not only acquitted him, 


but vouched for his integrity, and these facts were 
urged with great force upon the jury by counsel 
forthedefendants. How, then, can any reflections 
be cast upon the intelligence of the jury without 
its also reflecting upon either the intelligence or 
integrity of those abler men, lawyers and Judges, 
who had previously investigated Brady? But it 
may be urged that all the evidence was not before 
these other gentlemen. Truly not. But by whose 
fault was it not? It isin evidence that Judge Key 
was not only offered tie evidence bat was guaran- 
teed full proofs of Brady’s wrong-doing, and yet 
declined to receive it. The only ground apon 
which he could honestly have done so was because 
he was so strongly prejudiced in Brady's favor 
that he would not believe the evid nce. What 
stronger could be said against an honest jury? 
Apropos: In a conversation of which the writer 
was a party to atthe timethe High Court to de- 
cide the Hayes-Tilden election case was assem bling 
one disputant and enthusiastic believer in the im- 
partiality of the court urged, “If we cannot trust 
the supreme Court to decide suen a matter as this, 
then is republican government a failure." “ Mark 
my words,” answered another, ‘* when the de- 
cision is rendered you will find those Judges 
divided according to their political bias, just as 
laymen would be, barring, perhaps, two of them 
may swap off for appearance seke.’’ These words 
were actually uttered before a line or word o( evi- 
dence had been presented tothe court. The point 
is made that the odium, centred upon one person— 
the Judye—would be more effective than if scat- 
tered over the 12 men who constitute a jury. But 
men are only sensitive to the opinions of the class 
to which they belong. Tue ‘Times, with all its 
power, found it impossible to excite the Bar Asso- 
ciation into action against Judge Westbrook's 
course while the lawyers as a class raliled aad came 
bravely to bis aid.

THE MEMPHIS AND CHARLESTON ROAD 
To the Editor of the New- York Times: 

A paragraph in THe Tres of this date 
(Aug. 2) presents the relations of the East Tennes- 
see and Virginia and Memphis and Charleston 
Railroads ina light which does not seem correct 
in all particulars to the present writer, whd is a 
stookholder of the Memphis and Charleston. 

It is saidthat Mr. Jay Gould, representing what 
Is called the South-western system, declines a com- 
bination with the East Tennessee and Virginia be- 
eause he is not satisfied with the relations be- 
tween that corporation and the Memphis and 
Charleston. This states a fact of the truth of 
which the present writer has no knowledge or 
opinion, Butif the statement which follows, to 
wit, that Mr. Gould regards the existing lease by 
which the East Tennessee and Virginia at present 
operates the Memphis and Charleston as altegeth- 
era one-sided arrangement, then in this case Mr. 
Gould has a clearer view of law and equity than 
he is apt to enjoy. 

It is very truly said in your paper that “the 
holders of the greater part of the stock of the 
leased road are dissatisfied with the terms of the 
lease.” The lease isa bad one—one not fit to be 


made, What collusion, within or without law, ef- 
fected it will some day be made to appear, but the 
Memphis and Charleston stockholders would feel 
less aggrieved than they now do If they considered 
that even this bad icase were faithfully executed. 
Before the war, upon the same capital, about the 
same mileage and earnings per mile, the road paid 
its stockholders 10 per cent. perannum. Since the 
‘ease was made the East Tennessee and Virginia 
has employed, or professes to have employed, the 
entire net earnings in the improvement of the 
ab peg For four years the stockholders have 
1ad no dividends. The more their road earns the 
less they get, and te say they are “ dissatisfied” ls 
drawing it uncommonty mild. 

The next sentence reads: ‘‘ The East Tennessee 
people heve a to be willing to do almost 
anything [sicl to oblige the Memphis and Charles- 
ton people, even to giving them back their road.” 
The facts as given to this writer are that the Mem- 
phis and Ch rieston people—all things considered 
—were willing ro buy their liberty at a price; the 
East Tennessee and Virginia named a price, and 
when it was tendered to them they raised that 
price, first 50 and then 100 per cent., and demanded 
also indemnity against a review of some peculiar 
proceedings on their part, and this the Memphis 
and Charleston people won't promise them. 

Still more charming is the last sentence: ‘They 
li. ¢., the Memphis and Charleston people] recently 
offered to eonsolidate with the East Tennessee, 
putting in stock dollar for dollar as far as they 
could.” This seems to the present writer as prob- 
able as that a man with a wheelbarrow full of 
watermelons should propoxe to a man with a 
cart-load of huckleberries to exchange their com- 
modities by count—a melon for a berry. The 
Memphis and Charleston is an old trank line road. 
Its capital has not been “watered.” It has been 
put in thorough order, with steel rails and iron 
bridges throughout. The capitalization—bonds 
and stock—is‘about $380,000 per mile, which is be-. 
lieved to be less than bonds alone outstanding 
against the East Tennessee and Virginia. Mem- 
phis and Charleston people who refused 93 for 
their stock i: 1882 are not likely to desire to con- 
solidate with East Tennessee and Virginia, which 
is selling for less than 10. Cc.

A COLLEGE QCARREL 1N TENNESSFE. 

From the Knoxville ( Tenn.) Chronicle, July 31, 

A most unfortunate difference of opinion 
bas sprung up between the Faculty of the uni- 
versity on one elde and the Board of Trustees on 
the other. The trouble originated in an article 
published in the June number of the CAi-Delta 
Crescent. This article was written by Charles F. 
Humes, and was intended as a vindication of the 
university from some assaults made on it 
in the Maryville News and the Chatta- 
nooga Times, but contained allusions which 
were obnoxious to the Faculty. The Faculty, re- 
garding the language as deserving severe punish- 
ment, notified the mother of Mr. Humes that he 


| eould not return to the university. Feeling that he 


had been too severely dealt with, Mr. Humes ap- 
pealed from tbis decision of the Faculty to the 
Board of Tru-tees. During Commencement week 
the Board of Trustees heard the Facuity’s state- 
ment and Mr. Humes’s statement, and, on consider- 
ation thereof, co cluded to reverse the action of 
the Faculty and reinstate Mr. Humes, Desiring, 
however, to do this in a way the least 
offensive to the Faulty, the Trustees re- 
quested the Facuity to reconsider their ac- 
tion. The Faculty, it seems, considered this 
action of the Board of Trustees an invasion of 
their own exclusive jurisdiction, and, instead of 
reinstating Mr. Humes, confirmed their previous 
action in expelling him. Of course, this brought 
about a direct conflict ot authority between the 
The question of suprem- 
acy became all-important. The Trustees felt that 
the issue was now changed, and their own author- 
Under this state of 
favts the board again met yesterday, 14 members 
beiag present. The whole matter was gone over 
carefully, and the following resolution was adopted 
by a vote of 11 to 3. 

Resolved, That the action of the Factity in the case 
of Cadet Charies F. Humes be reverse’, and that he 
be restored to ali his rights and privileges in the unt- 
versity. 

We have been informed that Prof. Brown, who 
is Professor of Chemistry, considers himself as the 
one specially aimed at in the Chi-Deita articie; 
that Profs. Alexander and Massie warmly sympa- 
thize with him fn his resentment, and that all three 
have threatened to resign in case the Trustees rein- 
atated Mr. Humes

The Signal Service Bur...u report indicates 
for to-day, in this region, fair weather, 
north to west winds, rising barometer, station- 
ory or lower temperature. 


The address of the committee of the Na- 
tional Union League, which we print this 
morning, has the ring of a good old-fash- 
toned campaign document. It denounces 
the Democratic Party in good set terms and 
attributes all our national glory and pros- 
perity to Republican rule. This is good 
wholesome doctrine, of course; but so far 
as the present and future are concerned, it 
joes seem as though something more than 
the consecrated doctrine of protection might 
pe found on which to rest our hopes for 
saving ‘‘this beautiful country, with all 
these splendid‘institutions,”’from ‘“‘the blight- 
ing sirocco of Democratic rapacity.”’ That 
tlone will never do it. 


The Grand Jury for the July term of the 
Court of General Sessions, which was dis- 
tharged yesterday, made a final present- 
nent on the subject of the Carroll frauds. 
{t met with such obstacles in its efforts at 
mvestigation that it could throw no light on 
the frauds, but it reached certain ‘‘ conclu- 
sions’ on the subject. It concluded that 
there would have been no frauds if pay- 
ments on the coupons had been made by are- 
sponsible bank or trust company. Perhaps 
aot, but why should not the City Finance 
Department be equally “‘responsible’’? It 
concluded _that there would have been no 
oss if the ' payments had been made by the 
Dhamberlain, as his bond would have cov- 
ered it, but henceforth the Controller is to 
give a bond. It concluded that there ought 
20t to be any coupons to pay, but that all 
City obhgations should be registered, which 
's more to the point; and, finally, it con- 
cluded that there wasroom for improvement 
m the book-keeping of the Controller’s 
office. Doubtless, but it would do little 
good if the examination of the accounts 
were to continue to be a purely perfunctory 
operation. 

Another statement of Democratic doctrine 
on the subject of the tariff comes from Min- 
nesota. The agriculturists of that State, 
like those of Iowa, at least such of them as 
belong to the Democratic Party, believe ina 
“tariff for revenue only,”’ and demand such 
a revision of existing laws as will bring the 
country to that policy. By the time the Na- 
tional Convention meets there will be a pic- 
turesque variety of declarations on this sub- 
ject, which somebody will try to mix so as 
to produce a plank of a strictly neutral tint. 

The British Government has directed its 

health officers to thoroughly disinfect all 
cargoes of rags arriving at British ports 
from Egypt. It will be a difficult, if not 
impossible, task to strictly obey this order, 
for the rags are solidly packed in bales. If 
the rags do contain the seeds of disease, 
every scrap ought to be exposed to the dis- 
infectant, and even the most vigorous treat- 
ment may not make them harmless. An 
importer of Egyptian rags in this City, who 
is thoroughly familiar with the difficulties 
which a health officer must encounter while 
trying to obey an order of this kind, de- 
clares that rags that have been infected can 
be made safe only by burning them. 


Lockport has been engaged in furnishing 
® practical illustration of the working of the 
prohibition policy. 


Its Excise Commission- 


ers decided in May to grant no licenses, and 
in the absence of licenses the sale of liquor 
is by law prohibited. The result is that 
for three months Lockport has had prohibi- 
tion in theory and free rum in practice. 
ee 

The remarkable trial ih Hungary has 
come to an end in a verdict of acquittal. 
The defendants, a group of ten Jews, were 
charged with having murdered a Christian 
girl, their object being to procure blood to 
be mixed in their Passover bread. It was 
plain some time ago that the prosecutors 
had no case, -but it is possible that the 
defendants would have been found 
guilty if the abundant perjury of prose- 
cuting witnesses and the astounding iniquity 
of the judicial and executive officers had not 
been exposed to the world. Under the bright 
light of publicity the fabric of lies crumbled 
away. The case was one of the strangest 
and most sensational of modern times, and 
its history shows how religious and social 
prejudice in an ignorant community can 
warp and deform the mind, and so corrupt 
officers of the law that subornation of per- 
jury becomes a duty instead of a crime. 

If the tactics pursued at the meetings of 
the Trustees of Union College had been em- 
ployed at a primary or a caucus their em- 
ployment would have been cited as a fresh 
illustration of the disrepute of professional 
politicians and their insensibility to decent 
public opinion. What does the employ- 
ment prove at a meeting of lawyers 
and professors and doctors of divin- 
ity? The attempt of President Por- 
TER to vote for himself on a _reso- 
lution calling for his own resignation is 
quite sufficient evidence, apart from any- 
thing else, why the resolution should have 
been passed. It is absolutely ruinous to an 
institution of learning to have a man at its 
head who insists upon acting as a judge in 
his own cause because if he did not judg- 
ment would be given against him. 

It is reported in Paris that a plot to re- 
store the monarchy has been discovered. 
The ex-Empress Evcentre has gone to Paris. 
The Duc pg BorRDEAUX, otherwise Henri 
V., who has been nigh to death’s door, is 
now nearly recovered, and it is reported 
that an attempt fo poison him has been dis- 
covered, These are sample rumors now 
floating about Paris. They indicate, if 
nothing more, the uneasy condition of 
the French mind, and show how vol: 
canic may be the political soil of 
France. So far as the royalist plot is 
concerned, it must be admitted that 
25,000 muskets (the number of fire-arms 
said to have been ordered for the royalists) 
is a very small force to be employed in over- 
turning the republic. It is not improbable 
that the reported iliness of Cuamporp and 
the parade of the heirship of the Count of 
Paris was a ruse to test the strength of the 
royalists as well as their temper. There is 
not much probability in the story of Cuam- 
BORD’s poisoning; and the visit of the ex- 
Empress to Paris, while always significant, 
may have no higher purpose than new dresses 
and millinery. 


THE MAYOR SELECIS A DUMMY. 


With all due respect for Mr. 8. Hasrrncs 
Grant, we do not think he is a fit person to 
be placed at the head of the Finance Depart- 
ment of this City. We have no doubt 
of his personal integrity, and it is in his 
favor that he is not an active politi- 
cian}and holds no relation with the fac- 
tions which contend for patronage. He 
is no doubt avery competent accountant 
and is familiar with figures, but something 
more than this is needed for the arduous 
and responsible position of Controller. 
‘There is no place under the City Govern- 
ment which calls more emphatically for a 
broad grasp of administrative principles, a 
sound and well-trained judgment, independ- 
ence of character, and an active public 
spirit. In the relatively small positions 
which he has heretofore held Mr. Grant 
has furnished no evidence of the possession 
of these qualities in any high degree. Had 
he possessed them ina high degree the po- 
sitions which he has held would not have 
been so small for such a long series of years. 

There is but one adequate explanation of 
the appointment which the Mayor has made. 
He wishes to have at the head of the most 
important department of the municipal ad- 
ministration and on the Board of Aque- 
duct Commissioners another self. He puts 
in that place.a man who represents no po- 
litical faction, indeed, but who, on the 
other hand, represents no intelligible idea 
of the proper control of civic affairs. in 
short, he is a dummy representing the Mayor 
himself. As this appointment was entirely 
untrammeled and was evidently the Mayor's 
own, we shall be justified in finding in it Mr. 
Epson’s idea of the proper official responsi- 
bility of the head of the City Government. 
That idea is apparently not that the Mayor 
should appoint the strongest and best quali- 
fied men for the heads of departments but 
men whom he can personally control and 
direct. In that way he would take upon 
himself the responsibility for the entire ad- 
ministration of municipal affairs. As it 
would be impossible for one man to make 
himself familiar with the current details of 
business in the various departments and per- 
sonally to direct their management, we are 
bound to say that this would produce a very 
weak Government under the strongest of 
Mayors. Under a man of Mr. Epson’s cal- 
ibre it would be likely to become simply 
contemptible in its feebleness. 

Such a method of appointment applied in 
such a way would make the Mayor a sort of 
municipal dictator, and we are sorry that 
the present incumbent of the office should 
throw discredit upon the plan of concen- 
trated responsibility by showing how it might 
be abused. But we have always maintained 
that the success of the system would de- 
pend upon the election of the right kind 
of a Mayor and that its existence would be 
an incentive for the election of a very dif- 
ferent chief magistrate from what Mr. 
Epson is showing himself to be. The 
Mayor, having put his dummy at the head 
of the Finance Department, will now be- 
come responsible in a peculiar sense for the 
administration of its affairs. Practically he 
makes himself the Controller. He also se- 
cures for himself two votes on the Aque- 
duct Commission, and will have to bear a 
double share in the responsibility for its ac- 
tion. On the whole, it is fortunate that he 
has not the onportunity of putting any more 
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smal] men in large places to represent him- 
self, and we are for the time consoled for 
the existence of the Aldermen’s power of 
confirmation. It appears to be but one of 


two evils instead of the alternative of a posi-

JHE CONCORD FIGHT. 

In some respects, the Senatorial contest 
that has ‘just closed in New-Hampshire is 
one of the most remarkable in the history of 
the country. It began June 19, when each 
house balloted separately and without re- 
sult. Since that time there have been 42 
joint ballots, Mr. Pixe being elected on 
the forty-second ballot. The whole num- 
ber of votes cast at the beginning of the bal- 
loting was 328; necessary for a choice, 
165. Rouuws led the poll with 127 
votes, which was his high-water mark, 
for he never rose above that figure. 
From first to last, 52 persons were voted 
for by the joint convention, although of 
this number about one-third might have 
been set down under the head of “ scatter- 
ing,”’ as only 39 of these received 10 votes 
ormore, The remainder were given com- 
plimentary votes, or the discouraged mem- 
bers cast their ballots recklessly and without 
hope of electing any one of the numerous 
candidates before the joint convention. But 
it can be truly said that no Legislature ever 
before balloted for so many candidates in so 
short a time. The casual observer would 
say that the list indicates a remarkable 
growth of Senatorial timber in New-Hamp- 
shire. 

Mr. Prxg, the successful candidate, did 
not appear in the field until July 11, when 
he received one vote. He led all the other 
candidates for the first time July 27, when 
he had 65 votes, Stevens and Patrrrrson 
having withdrawn July 25. Rowuins, as 
we have seen, never, after the first and sec- 
ond ballots, held hisown. CHANDLER ap- 
peared for the first time, July 12, with 8 
votes. He never had more than 79 votes at 
any time, and, although he hung on until 
he had but one vote, he had at no 
time during the canvass a shadow of 
a shade of a chance of an election. 
At no time did he have the lowest strength 
of RoLiiws—93 votes—and his persistent 
candidacy with defeat staring him in the 
face will always be reckoned among the 
most fatuous of errors committed by a poli- 
tician with any pretensions to astuteness. 
Marston was the only prominent candidate 
who entered and finished the race, although 
many who received complimentary votes 
came and went, appeared, disappeared, and 
reappeared during the canvass. Marston 
began with 10 votes; he closed on the last 
day with 19, and his highest vote was on 
July 25, when he had 39. His was courage 
worthy of a better cause. 

It may be said that the Republicans 
of New-Hampshire, in this remarkable 
contest, have shown great patience and de- 
termination. The multiplicity of candi- 
dates, while it evinces a certain temporary 
discouragement, may also be taken as a token 
of the determination of the Republican 
members of the Legislature to fight *‘ the 
machine”’ on that line if it took all Summer. 
It must also be said that Mr. Roxurns has 
exhibited more political acumen than Mr. 
CHANDLER. Neither of these menis in accord 
with the freshest currents of political thought. 
Both cling to the old-fashioned and obsolete 
methods, Neither sympathizes with that 
form of political organization which chooses 
the best men for places of power and trust. 
But Mr. Rotirs had sense enough to see 
when he was beaten. He ‘got out of the 
way and nursed his wrath in silence. Mr. 
CHANDLER, who began with small figures 
and large expectations, never rose over those 
figures and never realized those expectations. 
His clumsy attempt to identify Pixs, the 
successful candidate, with his own fortunes 
may temporarily embarrass the Senator- 
elect. It cannot gild with one ray the igno- 
minious defeat of the Secretary of the Navy. 


REVOLUTIONISTIS IN DAKOTA. 


Before the Huron Convention was held 
some of the untamed politicians of Dakota 
proposed that the existing Territorial Gov- 
ernment should be brushed aside and sup- 
planted by a State Government to be estab- 
lished by the people acting without the au- 
thority of a Territorial law. After the ad- 
journment of that convention the friends of 
Dakota rejoiced because the revolutionists 
had been temporarily suppressed. It appears, 
however, that the advocates of the proposition 
to dverturn the existing Government have not 
peen silenced. The correspondent of a Chi- 
cago paper, who is in the Territory, de- 
clares that Dakota is ripe for actual and 
open rebellion against Federal authority. 
If the opinions of the Hon, R. F. Perrr- 
GREW, who served in the last Congress as 
the Territory’s Delegate, fairly represent 
those of the leading men of Southern 
Dakota, the correspondent is right. 

Nearly all of the counties of Southern Da- 
kota were represented in the Huron meeting. 
The Territorial Legislature had passed a bill 
providing fer a constitutional convention 
which should frame a State Constitution 
and apply for admission to the Union. Gov. 
Orpway refused to sign the bill, and it did 
not become alaw. The indignant people of 
Southern. Dakota then sent delegates to 
Huron, and without legal authority a con- 
stitutional convention was called. It is to 
be held on Sept. 4, but the election of dele- 
gates will be a voluntary act, and all of 
the proceedings will be of a voluntary na- 
ture. The necessary political machinery is 
provided for the occasion by common con- 
sent. It has been said that Congress could 
hardly refuse to respect the application of a 
harmonious convention representing from 
250,000 to 800,000 persons, and the move- 
ment has been generally regarded as a spon- 
taneous and orderly one. But the details 
of a foolish revolutionary scheme are now 
unfolded by Mr. Perricgrew. An elec- 
tion like that which must precede the 
Sioux Falls constitutional convention costs 
something. In some counties the expenses 
are to be paid by voluntary subscription, 
but in others they are to be paid out of the 
county funds by means of scrip, which will 
be redeemed by taxation. The payment of 
such taxes cannot be legally enforced, for 
the convention will not be a legally con- 
stituted body, but Mr. Perricrew de- 
clares that the people will promptly 
put in jail any United Statea offi- 





cer who shail attempt to protect an 
appealing property-holder. If Congress 
shall refuse, next Winter, to erect a State be- 
low the forty-sixth parallel, the people of 
Southern Dakota will, Mr. Perricrew 
says, elect State officers and a Legislature, 
establish State courts, and leave Gov. Orp- 
way and the Territorial authorities out in 
the cold. The State Legislature will repeal 
all existing Territorial laws, so that the ap- 
pointed Governor's occupation will be gone. 


It is said by those who advocate this plan 
that the Territory has been ‘*‘ plundered by 
carpet-bag poiliticians,’? who have, while in 
office, exempted railroad lands from taxa- 
tion and established many heavily endowed 
schools and universities and other institu- 
tions for the purpose of making offices for 
their friends. ‘‘ We have been shamefully 
robbed,’’ says Mr. Pettigrew, who looks 
forward with much pleasure to the day 
when the *‘ Federal plunderers’’ and ‘‘ Orp- 
way and his crowd’’ shall be forced to re- 
turn to the East. All he asks is to be let 
alone. He and his followers will not con- 
tend against the United States unless the 
United States shall begin the fight. ‘‘ One 
thing is certain,’’ he says in conclusion, 
** Dakota will govern herself and take the 
consequences, ”’ 

If the people of Southern Dakota are de- 
termined to proceed in the way marked out 
by Mr. Perricrew, they will not only lose 
the support of law-abiding men beyond the 
boundaries of their Territory but they will 
also inevitably delay the erection of the pro- 
posed State. It may be safely predicted, 
moreover, that they will get into 
trouble. The \ resolutions adopted and 
the address issued by the Huron Con- 
vention neither recognized nor supported 
the revolutionary “and lawless plan described 
by Mr. PetricRew. The applicants are 
acting simply as private citizens, without 
authority of law. They should pay the ex- 
penses of the movement by private subscrip- 
tion, avoid any conflict with the established 
Government of Dakota, and trust to the 
moral force of harmonious and orderly pro- 
ceedings and a respectful appeal. They can- 
not afford to be misled by rash politicians. 


DE LESSEFS AND GLADSTONE. 

The letter of M. pz Lesseps to Mr. Guap- 
STONE, which appears in our news columns, 
is in form conciliatory. In fact, it isa 
threat, and nothing but a threat. M. pre 
LessePs in his character of ‘‘ promoter’’ is 
much more of adiplomatist than he is of an 
engineer, and he has diplomatic skill enough 
to veil his menace sufficiently for purposes of 
polite intercourse without in the least con- 
cealing it. It means precisely what would 
be meant by Mr. VANDERBILT if he should 
announce in a more brusque and brutal way 
that the Central was dissatisfied with the 
pooling arrangements and therefore pro- 
claimed a war of rates. 

M. pe Lessrps has one difficulty which 
the manager of a trunk line would not en- 
counter. There is only one canal of which 
the earnings are pooled under the joint 
direction of the British Government and of 
the Suez Board of Administration, in pursu- 
anee of an arrangement satisfactory to the 
board represented by M. pe Lesseps, but 
far from satisfactory to a considerable party 
in England, which proposes to retire from 
it, and has made a motion in the House ot 
Commons to that effect. It is to this propo- 
sition that the letter of M. pe Lesseps is a 
reply. 

‘‘ Withdraw from your agreement by all 
means, if you like,” the French promoter 
says in effect to the English stockholders. 
**We shall offer no objection, and there is 
no triburai before which the question can 
be tried, except that of war, to which we do 
not mean to appeal, even if we could enlist 
the Government of France on our side. But 
if you withdraw, we will forthwith proceed, 
under our exclusive concession for ninety- 
nine years for canalizing the isthmus, a con- 
cession of the existence of which I take 
this occasion to remind you, to ‘parallel’ your 
canal with a new one of our own. When 
the canal is cut we shall begin to cut the 
rates, and we flatter ourselves that we shall 
be able to render the stock of the English 
investors in the existing canal absolutely 
worthless. ”’ 

Put ito undiplomatic English, this is 
what M. pe Lesseps means. It is a bold 
stand to take, and it seems to threaten 
only a mutual injury. As the person re- 
sponsible for establishing the line of the 
existing canal, M. DE Lesseps cannot with 
any decency pretend that he knows of a 
better route upon which a canal could be 
more cheaply constructed, although he 
might plausibly claim that the experience 
acquired in the existing canal would enable 
him to introduce various economies of con- 
struction in the new one. But if his share- 
holders will really back him, or if the 
French Government can be induced to back 
them, he could certainly accomplish the ob- 
ject of rendering the British shares worth- 
less, and leaving the British Government in 
the attitude of holding a ‘‘ protectorate’’ 
over acountry in which it had nothing to 
protect. A ‘‘war of rates’ between two 
nations would be a novel spectacle, and, 
upon the whole, a grateful one as costing no 
expense in blood beyond the casual colli- 
sions of parties of laborers, and much less in 
money than the older-fashioned belligerency.

The letter was, of course, written, collu- 
sively or otherwise, in order to strengthen 
Mr. GLADSTONE in resisting the demand for 
the withdrawal of the British Government 
from its agreement with the Suez Canal 
Company. It is likely to be very efficacious 
for that purpose. ‘‘ British interests’’ will 
take what they can get under the existing 
agreement rather than to take the chance of 
getting much less under a competition of 
canals, provided, of course, that English- 
men believe that M. pz Lresseps means what 
he says and that he can muster financial 


force enough to carry out his intentions,

and the rest of the British Cabinet to greater 
activity, and already a new and terrible blow 
has been struck by those wicked and desper- 
atc ‘men. 

When Mr. O’Donovan Rossa heard of 
the ‘‘removal”’ of Carry, he naturally re- 
marked ‘‘ Hurroo !’' and proceeded to cele- 
brate the event with enthusiasm, He was 
at the time in his office receivine telegrams 


from the four quarters of the globe an- 
nouncing the approaching downfall of the 
British power, and, in order to celebrate the 
great victory with proper vigor, he removed 
his coat and hung it on achair. The Brit- 
ish Government was rapidly going to pieces 
as ine sugar and lemons provided by. the 
skirmishing fund for warlike purposes 
waned and vanished in the course of the 
celebration, when two men, now known to 
be emissaries of GLADSTONE, entered the 
office, and, while Mr. O’DonovanN Rossa 
was standing under his inverted tumbler, 
went out again, carrying the patriot’s coat 
with them. 

The motive of Mr. GuapsTong in. perpe- 
trating this crowning outrage against tlie 
Irish people is evident. He desired at one 
blow to deprive Mr. Rossa and the dyna- 
mite party of their tobacco and to obtain 
documents giving information as to the 
movements of the patriots. He has un- 
doubtedly made a brilliant success. In Mr. 
Rossa’s pockets he must have found a near- 
ly new paper of ‘‘Solace,’? together with a 
collection of bills revealing the names of a 
large number of grocers, tobacconists, and 
ready-made clothing dealers who have con- 
tributed to the cause of Irish independence 
by furnishing supplies to Mr. Rossa. All, 
however, is not yet lost. Mr. GLADSTONE 
will hardly be dastard enough to pay the 
bills which have come into his hands in 
such an infamous way, and the Irish cause 
has really lost little besides a coat, a paper 
of tobacco, a small clay pipe, and a cork 
forever divorced from its original flask. 
The outrage, however, shows the ceaseless 
activity of the British Government, its utter 
callousness to the wishes of the Irish people, 
and its cold-blooded cruelty. 





THE CANDIDATE OF EXASPERA- 
TION. 

It is generally understood in Massaehu- 
setts that Gov. BUTLER will attempt to se- 
cure for himself a second term. Of course, 
there will be a strong effort made by the 
Republicans to save the State from the dis- 
grace of BuTLER’s re-election, but that he 
has a large following in Massachusetts is a 
fact as undeniable as it is curious, 

Butter has really done nothing while 
Governor except to conduct in his peculiar 
way the Tewksbury investigation. His ad- 
ministration certainly cannot be called asuc- 
cessful one, and furnishes no reason for his 
re-election. Neither does he represent any 
principle or set of principles. The man has 
none, or at all events no one believes that he 
hasany. His strength lies in the fact that 
his re-election to the chief magistracy of 
Massachusetts would exasperate a large num- 
ber of extremely respectable people. It is 
as the instrument of exasperation that he has 
won ali his political successes. 

During the war no man was hated by the 
South and by Southern sympathizers as bit- 
terly as was Butter. It was this that in- 
duced Northern men to overlook the scan- 
dals of his rule in New-Orleans. He was 
popular not because he had ruled New- 
Orleans well but because he had ex- 
asperated the New-Orleans rebels. In spite 
of his incompetency as a military of- 
ficer he was given command of the 
Army of the James, because there was a 
demand that the Government should do 
something for the man: who had so con- 
spicuously exasperated the South. He was 
sent to Congress not because any confidence 
was felt in his honesty but because he was 
more distasteful to the Democrats than was 
any other possible candidate. So soon as 
the passions of the civil war subsided, and 
conciliation instead of exasperation became 
popular, BuTLer found that there was no 
longer any room for him in the Republican 
Party. 

Whether justly or not, the so-called Bea- 
con-street aristocracy of Boston is not popu- 
lar. There exists a vague impression that 
Beacon street regards itself as infinitely bet- 
ter than all the rest of the world and that it 
worships astarched and angular respecta- 
bility. To elect a person like BUTLER Gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts would, it was cer- 
tain, fill Beacon-street with horror, and 
thereupon many men who did not feel the 
slightest respect for BurLer voted for him 
as an instrument to exasperate the in- 
tense respectability of the State. It is 
safe to say that when the news of 
his election was published hundreds 
of men who would never have dreamed 
of voting for him for any office whatever 
chuckled as they thought that Harvard 
would feel compelled to give an honorary 
degree to Ben Butter. The same feeling 
still exists to some extent. If Buren is 
renominated and re-elected it will be mainly 
because Beacon-street would be exasperated 
thereby. Of course, as the regular Demo- 
cratic candidate, he would receive the votes 
of the party, but these would be insufficient 
to re-elect him without the help of voters 
who might think it a good joke to exasperate 
‘‘the Hoars,’’ Beacon-street, and Massachu- 
setts Pharisaism. 

It isa curious anomaly that a politician 
should be popular because he is hated, but 
this is really the explanation of BUTLER’s 
popularity. It is a sort of popularity that 
may give a man political strength in a city, 
a Congressional district, or even a State, but 
at the present time it gives no strength to a 
Presidential candidate. Men may be will- 
ing to let Borter be Governor of Mas- 
sachusetts in order that Beacon-street may 
be exasperated, but even Bur Ler himself, 
with all his enormous egotism, must com- 
prehend that the desire to exasperate Bea- 
con-street is not quite strong enough to 


make him President.

ROME AND OSHKOSH. 

Somebody has dug up near Oshkosh an 
alleged Roman coin of the Emperor Ha- 
DRIAN, and the people of Oshkosh are now 
beginning to boast that nearly two thousand 
years ago their town was a popular Roman 
Summer watering-place. 

It is a pity to unceceive the Oshkoshians, 
but the truth of history demands that no 
false inferences shall be drawn from the 
finding of a so-called coin at Oshkosh. It is 


tion of the townin any work written during 
the existence of the Roman Empire, unless 
we assume that Oshkosh was originally 
called Ostia. That no Roman ever visited 
Oshkosh and left money there is, however, 
absolutely certain, for no Roman could have 
traveled that distance and still kept any Ro- 
man coins in his pocket. What money the 
New-York “confidence men”’ did not take 


from the Roman tourist would infallibly 
have failen into the hands of the Niagara 
hackmen, and the unhappy tourist would 
not have had enough left to reach Oshkosh. 
Assuming that any ancient Roman ever aid 
visit Oshkosh, he undoubtedly carried his 


| money in the shape of drafts on the Oshkosh 


bank and not-in Roman coinage, 

What the Oshkoshians believe to be a 
Roman coin is probably a brass campaign 
medal of the period of Lincoun and Hamuin, 
and it is the name of the latter that bas been 
mistaken for that of Haprran. It might be 
pointed out that the description of the al- 
leged coin alone shows that it is not a Ro- 
man coin, but niceties of this sort would 
probably have no effect upon the Oshkoshian 
mind. The idea that the ancient Romans 
used to visit this country is, of course, an 
interesting one, but it cannot be regarded as 
a fact on the unsupported authority of a 


single alleged coin.

Private ad, 
vices have been reeeived in New-York of Mr, 
Mapleson's plans for both his Autume season of 
opera in this country and his campaign aguinst the 
rival forces of Mr. Gye and bis titled associates 
next Spriog and Summer, when Mapleson will 
bave the new London Opera-house, on the Thames 
Embankment, ready for his forces. This great 
building. which hasso long been regarded asa white 
elephant 2nd in its unfinished condition as an 
eyesore in one of the most conspicuous spots 
in the British capital, is to be completed at a 
cost of $300,000, ‘and by the terms of the 
builders’ contract the roof must be in place by the 
end of next November, and the entire building 
ready for opening on May 6, 1884. Engagements 
have already been made with a number of artists 
for this season of Italian opera, although none or 
the names have been mentioned in pubilc except - 
that of Mme.Sofia Scaleni. It is ramored, by the 
way, that this artist desires to cancel her contract 
with Mr. Abbey, although it will not confliet at al! 
with her London en ent. Arrangements 
have been already made for three months of Ital- 
jan opera at the Embankment Opera-honse, to be 
followed by two months of Freneh grand opera, 
two months of German opera, and two montks of 
promenade eoncerts. Tho names of the Prines of 
Wales and the Duke of Edinburgh are on the list 
of subscribers, which also includes Mr. Alfred de 
Rothschild and many other wealthy and distin. 
guished residents of London. 

But before beginning his London operations 
Mr. Mapleson intends to conduct a notabie, 
and it is to be hoped a successfnl, season at 
the New-York Academy of Music. With Signaz 
Arditi he is now traveling about Europe picking 
up artists for this series of performances His 
company, £0 far as it has been made ap, is one of 
unusual brilliancy, and the salary list will be oj 
tremendous proportions. Besides Mme. Patti, 
whose royal revenue of $5,000 night has beeome 
weil known, and Mme. Etelka Gerster, who is to 
receive $2,000 every time she sings, he has seoured 
the services of Signor Lombardelti, one of the most 
distinguished bassos in Italy, and is negotiating 
with Signor Baldelli, a buffo artist, who is said to be 
withont an equal in Earope in his own line of parts. 
There is unfortunately some doubt about Mme. 
Tremelli's American engagement. Mr. Mapleson 
has been trying very hard to induce the great con- 
tralto to come to New-York, and thereis a chance 
that he may succeed. The chief obstacle is Mme. 
Tremelli’s dread of the ocean voyage, but. Mme. 
Gerster, it will be remembered, was equally afraid 
of the sea at first, and bas now overcome her fear 
sufficiently to have achieved as great a popularity 
in this country as in Europe. Frequenters of the 
Academy of Music will be pleased to learn that 
Signor Galassi, an artist who stands high in the es- 
teem of New-York opera-goers, will retain his old 
place as chief baritone of Mr. Mapleson’s troupe. 

The English manager has yet to secure leading 
tenor singers for his season in this country, and a 
leading contralto in the event of Mme. Tremelili's 
final refusal toundertake the voyage. Bir. Mapleson 
recently made a desperate effort to engage Signor 
Tamagnio, one of the most illustrious of living 
tenors. Hearing that negotiations which had been 
pending between Signor Tamagnio and Mr. Henry 
E. Abbey had come to nothing, he dispatehea a 
messenger to Milan to secure the tenor ai 
bis own prive; bat just before the mes 
senger’s arrival Tamagnio had signed engage. 
ment papers witn the La Scala management 
on a basis of $1,000a night. The impresario and 
his musical director, therefore, have work enough 
before them before the time comes to take the 
steamer for New-York. The Academy season, it 
is understood, will begin at the usual time, eariy 
in October. Mme. Patti, as already announced in 
THE Tires’s special cable dispatches, will sail from 
Liverpool on Oct. 22. Her first appearance at the 
Academy will be made on the evening of Nov. 9. 


While Mr. Mapleson has been so busily en- 
gaged Mr. Abbey has not been idle. On the con- 
trary, he has been hurrying from place to place on 
the Continent, and has been accumulating a very 
fair amount of valuable information concerning 
the caprices and business methods of singers and 
musicians. The company of the Metropolitan 
Opera-house is now understood to be practi- 
cally complete, all the engagements bhay- 
ing been made except those of a few 
people for the minor rdéles, and perhaps 
some of the instrumentalists and members of the 
staff. Mr. Abbey has undoubtedly been governed 
from the first by a laudable desire to get together 
atroupe of operatic artists of individual renown 
and unapproachable strength collectively. The 
engagements of Mmes. Nilsson, Sealchi, Sembrich, 
and Lablache, of Signori Campanini, De! Puente, 
Novara, and Kaschmann, were all made in accord- 
ance with thisplan. Signor Stagno is also spoken 
of as a fine artist. But Mr. Abbey’s first 
idea was to secure, as a leading tenor to share the 
chief réles with Campanini, either Masini or Tam- 
acnio, two bright stars in the operatic firmament. 
And in his failure to get either of these gifted but 
capricious gentlemen to sign contracts with him 
he bas learned thatin eatching singers hesitation 
is generally fatal. A manager with more expsri- 
ence in this business of engaging Italian artists 
would have succeeded exactly where Abbey fanlea. 

It was not, evidently, a lack of money which 
caused the failure. Signor Masini was offered the 
princely sum of $100,000 (500,000f.) for an engage- 
ment in the United States to last six months. As 
may be inferred, the tenor was both surprised and 
delighted. He is paid at Madrid, where he is the 
favorite tenor. $6,000 a month. Here was an 
offer of nearly $17,000 a month, and who could re- 
sist? The only obstacle in the way was Masini's 
contract with the management of the Italian 
opera at Madrid. This was for four 
years, of which two had expired, and the re- 
mainder of the contract could be canceled apon 
the payment of $20,000 (100,000f.) Mr. Abbey 
agreed to pay this sum; in other words, he agreed 
to give Masini $120,000 if he would sing in this 
country for half a year. Signor Masini said he 
would accept the offer, and Mr. Abbey, instead of 
immediately pinning him down with a contract, 
(as a more experienced manager of opera wouid 
bave done) allowed a day to elapse, When he again 
sought Masini to draw up the contract the tenorhad 
changed his mind. He argued that he was a gen- 
tleman as well as an opera-singer, and that it was 
ungentlemanly to break a contract. He had 
thought it all over during the night, and when he 
remembered how the affair might endanger his 
popularity in Madrid, although it was true that the 
opera management there would be fully reim- 
bursed, he had decided to decline Mr. Abbey's 
munifieent offer, for which, however, be begged to. 
tender his most heartfeit thanks. 

The disgusted purveyor of opera went to Milan 
and met Tamagnio. Him ne offered $90,000 (450, 
000f.) for a six months’ engagement. Tamagnio was 
pleased with the offer, but again Mr. Abbey al- 
lowed a day to elapse before the signing of the 
contract. The next day the tenor demanded 500.- 
000f, for the time specified, having heard, proba- 
bly, of the offer to Masini in the meantime, and 
the manager refused to engaze him on those 
terms. So Stagno was secured. 

The company of the Metropolitan Opera-house, 
however, is sufficiently strong to make an endaring 
impression. So far as tenors are concerned, no 
one could speedily reach the popularity of Italo 
Campanini in New-York. Private advices say that 
this distinguished artist is still resting at his cozy 
home near Parma; that his health is excellent, and 
that he never was in auch capital voice a8 he-is to-

NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 

Secretary Wilson, of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, received a letter from the Secretary of the

Secretary Wilson 
replied that the Chamber of Commerce regarded 
the case, as presented. a strong one, and would 
offer no additional testimony. . It is stated, how- 
ever, that a letter in behalf of the dry goods inter- 
ests is in course of preparation, and will be sent to 
the Railroad Commissioners very soon. 

The Shenandoah Valley Railroad Company has 
applied tothe New-York Stock Exchange for the 
listing of $2,270,000 of first mortgage bonds. There 
is an authorized issue of $6,212,000 general mort- 
gage bonds, of which $2.270,000 are reserved to re- 
tire the first mortgage bonds, leaving the actual 
issue $3,942,000. The amount of income bonds thus 
far issued by the Shenandoah Company is but 
$1,750.00. 

The application for the appointment of a Re- 
eeiver for the St. Joseph and Western Railroad 
was made, it is stated, on behalf of the holders of 
the second mortgage bonds. Those bonds com- 
prise $1.200,000 of the bonds of the St. Joseph ana 
Pacific Railroad, and $1,200,000 of the Kansas and 
Nebraska Railroad. The Union Pacific Railroad 
holds about a two-thirds interest in the $4,175,000 
of first mortgage bonds which have been issued. 
The Union Pacific also holds all of the Receiver’s 
certificates, amountiug to $113,000.

FOR MURDER. 


HANGED 
HE PENALTY FOR 


| CHARLES H. LEE PAYS 1 
HI8 CRIME IN RICHMOND. 

RicumMonpd, Aug. 8.—Charles Henry Lee, 

| colored, was hanged here to-day for the murder of 

; Daniel Miller, another colored man, in Hegri- 


| co County, Va., last February. The hanging 


| took place in the yard of the county jail, and, 
| in accordance with the State law, was private, 
only a limited number of persons beiag admitted. 
The Court-house yard and the vicinity were 
} crowded with people, mostly negroes. The drop 
fell ut 12:25 P. M. Lee died without a struggle, his 
neck being broken. 

The crime for whieh Lee was hanged was com 
mitted on Feb. i4, 1883. near Hungary Station, on 
the Richmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac Rail- 
road. Daniel Miller, a quiet and inoffensive col 
ored man, the father of six children, was found 
dead on the railroad track about sunrise. Tne 
body was so mutilated that it was almost unrecog- 
nizable, showing that one or more trains had 
passed over it. The impression then was that 
Miller came to his death while lying asleep on the 
track, and the body was buried at the expense of 
| the railroad company and nothing more was 
thought of it. Subsequently, however, certain 

circumstances aroused suspicion, and the result 
| was that Lee and Barbara Miller, the dead 
man’s widow, were arrested. Lee had been living 
with the Millers foralong time, ana the genera! 
belief was that criminal relations existea between 
bim-and the woman. An examination before a 
magistrate resuited in Lee and his paramour being 
| sent on forindictment. Soon afterward the wom- 

an made a statement that Lee had killed her hus- 
pand, carried his tody to the railroad, and taid it 
on the track to create the impression that Miller 
had been run over by a train, and that she knew 
nothing about it until after the deed was done. 

Upon Lee's trial the woman was used as State's 

evidence, and upon her testimoay he was con- 

victed and sentenced to be hanged on July 27. A 

new trial was subsequently obtained, but like the 

first it resulted ina verdict of murder in the first 
degree, the only difference being a change in the 
time of hanging until to-day. 

Lee had ali along stoutly maintained his inno- 
cence, but a few days after his second conviction 
he professed religion and made a full confession in 
the presence of the Commonwealth's Attorney, the 
jailer, and Barbara Miller, who, at his own request, 
was brought into bis cell to hear what he had to 
say. Hestated that the day before the murderjhe 
informed Barbara that he was going to his sister's, 
in Lunenburg, and that the same night Barbara 
commenced to quarre! with her husband, upbraid- 
ing him for his laziness, ava telling him that if 
Lee left he [Miller] would have to go to work or 
the family would suffer. The whole party then 
went to bed, Miller having previously told his wife 
to call him before day, as he had some business to 
atiend to. Lee was awakened by Barbara between 
4 and 5o’clock, and upon going out of the house 
found Miller lyiug upon the ground. The woman 
said her husband bad fallen in a fit, and that while 
in that condition she had struck him several blows 
with an axe. Sheto!d himto take the body and 
place iton the raiJroad track. which he did, and 
when he returned, finding some blood on his panta- 
loons, she had washed It off. When Lee bad tin- 
ished the woman denied having had anything todo 
with the murder, and said: “Charles, you say 
you've found Jesus; I know vou ain’t got religion. 
Pray, child; for if you were converted you 
wouldn't lie like you have, and if youdon’t do bet- 
ter you’!! goto hell.” On July 15 Barbara Miller 
was tried and convicted as an accessory, and sen- 
tenced to be tanged on Sept. 14 next. Her sister 
and oldest daughter testified against her. 

After his last conviction Lee was regularly visit- 
ed by a colored minister, and recently be professed 
religion and was beptized. Last night be request- 
ed that a prayer-meeting should be held in his cell, 
and about a dozen negroes were admitted. The 
meeting lasted until after midnight, when the 
prisoner laid upon his couch and slept soundly 
until this morning. He ate a hearty breakfast and 
appeared collevted. At 9 o'clock three negro 
preachers went to see him, and in a short 
time another prayer-meeting was inaugurated, 
about 25 colored persons being admitted to 
the cell. The prisoner’s father and mother 
were among the number, es was also Farbara 
Miller. The services consisted of prayers by the 
preachers, hymn singing, and along and rambling 
prayer by the prisoner. He was then left alone 
with his clerical companion. At a few minutes 
before 12 o’clock Sheriff Southard again admitted 
Barbara Miller to Lee’s cell, and she assisted him 
in putting on a pair of white gloves which sbe had 
purchased for him. She then kissed him and was 
taken out. The march to the scaffold was then 
commenced. 

The prisoner ascended the long flight of steps to 
tbe platform without assistance. After the read- 
ing of the death warrant another spell of. singing, 
praying, and preaching took piace, after which 
the doomed man made a brief address, in which he 
advised all not to be led off into wickedness as he 
had been. His arms and legs were then pinioned, 
the rope adjusted, and the biack cap put on. 
At the drop of a handkerchief by the 
Sheriff the trap was sprung and a fail 
of nine feet put an end to the murderer's life. 
Just before the body was taken down the Sheriff 
ascended the scaffold. and addressing the crowd 
in the yard, stated that acollection was to be 

‘taken upto help the parents of the dead man de- 

fray the expenses of the transportation of the body 
to their home in Lunenburg County. A good sum 
wasthus obtained. Not lessthan 5,000 persons 
were in the vicinity of the jail during the whole 
time. The anxiety to witness the hanging was so 
great that some of the daring ones procured long 
ladders and ascended to thetop of the jail wall, 
where they had a full view. This was the first 
hanging in Richmond since 1870, when Jetter Phil- 
lips suffered death in the same jail-yard for wife 
murder,

TALKS ABOUT THE ORDER. 

KE TELLS OF ITS ORGANIZATION. MEMBER 
SHIP, PROSPECTS, AND WHAT IT EX- 
PECTS TO ACCOMPLISH 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 3.—Terence V. Pow- 
dorly, the Grand Master Workman of the Order of 

Kricots of Labor of America, attended a celebra 

tion held here to-day of the anniversary of the 

birth of Uriah Stephens, founder of the order. 
sntative of the press he talked freely

nected with the Knigits of Labor. As is well 
known, Uriah Stephens was animated by two de 
sires—to keep the name, membership, and doings 


| of the Knights profoundly secret. and that each 


trade instead of having a separate organization 
should amalgamate closely with other trades in 
one grand society, ihe conversation with Mr. 
Powderly was as follows: 

“Are vou satisfied with all of the changes in the 
methods of organization and conduct of the order 
which have come to pass since Stephens’s death?” 

“T am not. I am heartily for a return to his 
doctrine of secrecy. I think it was a mistake to 
depart from it. The name, membership, and do- 
ings of our order shouid be kept entirely from the 
public.” 

“Are you in favor of each trade having a sepa- 
rate organization?” 

“No. It is my earnest betief that all of the 
trades should come into one grand common meet- 
ing. By this means only can the members of 
each craft acquire the recessary familiarity with 
the wrongs of other crafts. For instance, the 
shoe-makers may want to strike for higher wages, 
and yet their movement may be opposed by the 
giass-blowers, because tho latter, not having been 


in close union with their brethren, are unable to 
appreciate their oppressions.” 

“Are all the trades of the country now repre- 
sented in the order?” 

** Not one is left out.” 

“Are any more strikes among any of the differ- 
ent branches contemplated?’ 

“So far as I know,no. Anyway, we will first 
get through with this telegraph strike.” 

‘*Has any assessment been raised for the teleg- 
raphbers *” 

“No. At the opening of the strike there was in 
the treasury of the brotherhood nearly $20,000. I 
do not know whether this has been exhausted, 
but afew days ago they declined to take an as- 
sessment on the score that they did not need it.” 

‘The Knights are innearty sympathy with the 
strike?” 

* Yes. The rule of our order is first to arbitrate, 
then strike. But in the case of the telegraphers 
the company refused to arbitrate. Hence the 
strike was proper, and we will stand by them to 
the last moment.”’ 

‘Are there any special matters of legislation 
——_ the order intends to attempt to have abol- 
ished ?”" 

“* We want the railroad land grants repeeled and 
the absurd and unjust franchises to the telegraph 
companies. In Pennsylvania there is on the 
statute-book an eight-hour law which cannot be 
enforced, there being no penalty. We hope to 
organize this Winter and compel by legisiation, if 
necessary, its observance,” 

pee How is the order faring in point of member- 
s Pp ” 

“Well, we have 272 local organizations, with 
membership runnivg from 20 up to 1,300 and 2,500 
persons. We have now five organizers in the field 
establishing local assemblies. This Winter we will 
put more organizers on theroad. At present we 
are centralizing our efforts in the Chicago regions."’ 

“Do you think the order is increasing in public 
favor?” 

“Decidedly. The employers have come to un- 
derstand that we compel our members to render 
conscientious work tothem. When we find a man 
is not doing his work properly we do not fine him, 
but we so hold him upto ridicule that he is com- 
peiled to mend bis ways. and that speedily. Theo 
we are meeting with much sympathy from public 
representative bodies. Among the most notice- 
able changes of sentiment is that upon the part of 
the employers of the members of the Amalgamated 
Iron ard Steel Workers.” 

* Will Jarrett be re-elected *”’ 

“If he wants the place he can haveit. From 
what I understand he will not refuse to accept it 
if it is thrust upon him unanimously. He is the 
best man for the ehair. His labor is only half 
done, and he cannot justly step down. If it had 
been apy one else in the late vrouble there would 
have been a pretty muss.” 

** Do you desire any special legislation?” 

** No, there is too much legislation already, We 
want special Jegislation repealed and not more 
enacted. Wecan hoe out our own row if we are 
not held down by these special laws tor monopolists 
ané monopolies.” 

** How does the order stand on Denis Kearney 
and Herr Most?” 

** We have nothing to do with either of them.” 

“ Are the principles of the order in ang way akin 
to those of modern Socialism?’ 

“Only this far: We believe in organizing first 
for proper wages, then for proper edueation. Our 
next move will be to establish our own schools. 
We already have co-operative stores and factories 
in successful operation.”’ 

* Does the vote of the order, as an order, incline 
specially to either party ?”’ 

“Itis evenly divided. We hope to centrol both 
parties before tong.” 

“Is the organization of the different trades 
what might be desired ?"’ 

* The organization of the tron-wWorkers is by no 
means what might be desirea, but we hope to keep 
on perfecting our system. 

** What will be the primary object of the secret 
convention in Cincinnati in September *”’ 

“The Stephens question will be discussed. I 
shall in my report deal with the order now and as 
it was when first organized. I shall suggest some 
of the reforms of which I have spoken. But the 
rumor that any radical change of organization will 
be effected is untrue.” 

“It is reported thatthe Federation of Labor, at 
it secret session in New-York next week, intends 
to make an effertto absorb into their body your 
organization.” 

“The rumor is unfounded. Neither the Inde- 
pendent Knights of Labor nor the Federation has 
any such objectin view. Weareon harmonious 
terms. I hear some talk of a struggle between the 
different trade organizations for the great bead 
place. There will be no such struggle.” 

“Are the affairsof the order in a satisfactory 
condition?’ 

**Indeed they are. Weare growing rapidly and 
we areinasplendid healthy condition. At pres- 
ent there exists a harmonious understanding be- 
tween the employes and the employers of all of the 
branches of the Knights except the telegraphers.” 

** What do you think of the latter struggle?’ 

**] think the company will ‘oave.’ I understand 
that the stockholders of the company are willing 
to grant the advances asked for, and that the 
rumor of Gen. Eckert’s resignation was caused by 
trouble between a few of the more important 
stockholders and the Exeeutive Board, whici., in 
turn, passed the disagreement on to Eckert.” 

Mr. Powderly goes to-morrow to Washington to 
consult with James Mitchell, of tne Executive 
Board of the Knights, concerning the telegraph- 
ers’ strike.

IMPROVEMENTS IN’ NEWPORT 
OTHER 

Wasnincton, Aug. 3.—Tho report of the 
engineer on the improvement of Providence River 
sett Pay says the plan contemplated 

the dredging of a channel}! 300 feet wide and 25 feet 
low water from Fox Point, in the

yaras of material were removed, making the full 
width of 180 feetin the Fox Point channel, 230 feet 
in the Sassafras Point channel, and 200 feet in the 
Field’s Point channel; 117,264 cubic yards of mate- 
rial were removed in making a width of 200 feet in 


the Gaspeech channel. Work was also done on 
the Pawtuxet channel, a width of 120 feet being 
gained here by the removal of 72,426 enbic yards 
of material. A survey of the river from Field's 
Point to Commicut Point was made, and this chan- 
nel as we!! as the 25-foot channel above Field’s Point 
have been laid out in the straight reaches with a 
view both to economy in excavation and facility 
of lighting them. The system of lighting will be 
such as has been found necessary in the naviga- 
tion of the dredged channels in the Delaware 
River, Chesapeake Bay, and in other localities. 1t 
is expected that the unexpended balance of the 
last appropriation will be safficient to secure some- 
thing in excess of 200 feet of the 300 feet of width 
projected for the 25-foot channel from Fox Point 
to the deep water of Narragansett Bay. An early 
additional appropriation is earnestly urged. The 
engineer reports that since the improvement of 
the river was begun in 1853, the navigable depth 
has been increased from 414 feet to 25 feet at mean 
low water. The act of 1882 appropriated $125,000 
for this work, of which $36,164 remained unex- 
pended July 1. It is estimated that $320,000 will 
be required for the completion of the existing 
project, and $115,000 for additional work, and that 
$150,000 can be profitably expended during the 
next year. 

J/mprovement of Newport Harhor.—The work of 
dredging in the inner harbor proceeded under con- 
tract during the year until the contract was com- 
pleted in April. Work under the contract for 
credging on the spit south of Goat Island was also 
eompleted jn June. The total quantity of material 
excavated during the year was 78,535 cubic yards. 
The anchorage capacity of the inner harbor has 
been increased during the past year about 10 acres, 
and the entrance-way between Lime Kock 
and Goat Island. with a maximum depth 
of 13 feet at mean low water, has 
been increased 250 feet in width, a result 
which required dredging from an area of 4 5-10 
acres, The estimated cost of the improvement of 
the harbor was $182,000. This should be increased 
by $6,000 for additional jetties on tho east side of 
Goat Island, to arrest the drift of gravel and sand 
into the south entrance of the harbor. The act of 
1882 appropriated $20,000 for this improvement, of 
which $359 remained unexpended July 1. It is es- 
timated that $87,000 will be required for the com- 
pletion of the existing projects ana $6,000 for ad- 
ditional work. The engineer thinks $50,000 can be 
profitably expended during the next year. 

improvement of stoningion Harbor. Connecticut.— 
During the past year work was continued on the 
breakwater on the line fr m the north end of the 
middle ground to the south end of Barilett’s Reef, 
principaily on the east end of the breakwater, it 
having been found that the heavy seas which roll 
in around this end would make it necessary to ex- 
tend the breakwater to Bartlett’s Reef. Early in 
June work was begun on the western exten- 
sion toward the middie ground, ard it has 
been continued in that direction since: 406 
feet were built at the east end and 45 
feet at the west end: the total length of 
the breakwater at the end of the year 
was 1,521 feet. The east end is now about 
complete, but the exact position in which to leave 
it cannot be determined until asurvey has been 
made. The original estimate of the cost of the 
work was’ $100,000; additional cost of extending 
the breakwater, $30,000. Of this sum there 
has been appropriated $80,000. leaving $50.000 
as necessary,to complete ihe work, It is thought 
tbat this entire sum can be profitably employed 
during the next year. 

improvement of Hyannis Harbor, Massachusetts.— 
No work has been done on this harbor since 1881. 
The engineer reports that its utility as a harbor of 
refuge would be greatly increased by deepening it 
inside the breakwater and by placing a light-house 
and fog signal on the easterly end of the break- 
water. Should this be done the present light-house 
could be dispensed with. 

/mprovement of Nantucket Harbor, Massachusett s.— 
The engineer reports that the work under the con- 
tract forextending the jetty on the west side of the 
channel of entrance was completed during the 
year. There had also been delivered under an- 
other contract for the further extension of the 
jetty 9,223.78 tons of stone, leaving 3,776.22 to com- 
_— the contract. It is expected this will be de- 
iverea during July. Thelength of the completed 
stone-work is 2,894 feet. Frequent surveys were 
made during the year to discover what changes, 
if any, were taking place in the channel and on 
the shore nearest the work. Careful soundings, 
from time to time, have shown only minor 
changes in the depth of the ehannel. The general 
result seems to be a slight deepening of the chan- 
nel. It is proposed to continue the extension of 
the west jetty toward the outer bar. It is also 
proposed to continue the observations to deter- 
mine the velocity and amount of tidal flow to {ur- 
nish data on which to fix the width of the channel 
and the location of the east jetty. The act of 
1882 appropriated $25,000 for this work. The 
amount remaining on hand July 1 was $34,231. It 
is estimated that $124, 00 will be required for the 
compietion of the work, of which $60,000 can be 
profitably expended during the next year. 

improvement of Wood's Hole. Massachusetts.—The 
project for this improvement contemplates the 
construction of a breakwater, pier, and basin for 
the‘use of the United States Fish Commission, and 
wharves for the use of that commission and other 
branches of the public service. Tne Attorney-Gen- 
eral of the United States did not approve the title 
to the proposed site of the work until June, 1883; 
accordingly no work has been done. Advertise- 
ments for proposals to do the work have been is- 
sued, but no contracts have yet been made. The 
act of 1882 appropriated $52,000 for this work, of 
which sum $49,991 remained unexpended July 1. 
It is estimated that $25,000 will be required for the 
completion of the existing project,and thut $431,- 
000 will be required for the completion of the ad- 
ditional work contemplated. It is thought that 
$100,000 can be profitably expended during the 
next year. 

improvement of Wareham Harbor, Massachusetts. 
—Operations during the year on this improvement 
huve consisted in the eonstruction of works to pro- 
tect the harborfrom the wash‘ng in of material 
from the sea. Walls of brush ard stone and 
sand catch-feuces were erected in favorable posi- 
tions. Itis proposed during the present year to 
expend the funds remaining on hand in continuing 
the construction of these wails and fences. The 
amount of the last appropriation was not consid- 
ered sufficient to warrant any attempt to continue 
the work of deepening the harbor, which work 
constituted the principal part of the original 
project of improvement, and is yet uncompleted. 
The estimated cost of the work is $44,050; of this 
$15,000 has already been appropriated. It is es- 
timated that $20,050 will be required to complete 
the work, $15,000 of which can be profitably ex- 
pended during the next year. 

Jmprovement of Jaunion River, Massachusett:.— 
The contract for dredging the channel was com- 
pleted in May, 1883,except a small amount of 
work at the fishery near North Dightun, which was 
left until after the close of the fishing season. 
There is now a continuous channel 11 feet deep at 
mean high water from the bridge at Weir to 
Briggs’s shoal, a distance of three miles, but there 
are many scattering boulders in the channel which 
were not included in the dredging contract and 
which will be removed later in the season. The 
estimated cost of the existing project is $94,000, of 
which $67,500 has been appropriated, leaving $26,- 
500 to complete the work. This latter amount can 
be profitably expended during the next year.

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OBITUARY.

COL, ELISHA G. MARSHALL. 

Col. Elisha G. Marshall, a retired officer of 
the United States Army, died in Canandaigua, 
Ontario County, this Stats, yesterday, of illness 
caused by wounds which he received during the 
rebellion, Col. Marshall was a native of New- 
York, and was about 63 years old. THe was ap- 
pointed a cadet in the West Point Military Acad- 


emy July 1, 1845. He was graduated in 1850 withthe 
rank of Second Lieutenant of Infantry. and was 
assigned to frontier duty at Fort Howard, Wiscon- 
sin. He remained there only a year, when he was 
assigned to the Sixth Regiment Infantry, and was 
sent to Fort Gibson, and subsequently to Fort 
Kearny, Nebraska. He remained on duty at that 
post until 1858, when he was detailed to accom 
pany the Utah expedition. In the meantime he 
had been promoted First Lieutenant. He partici- 
pated in the famous marcel to California in that 
year, and remained a year on post duty at 
Benicia. During the ensuing year he was 
assigned to duty at Fort . Mojave, New- 
Mexico, and at this point he engaged in 
bis first skirmish in a brush with the Indians. 
During the year preceding the rebeilion Col. Mar- 
shall wasengaged in the recruiting service. He 
was sent to Kiochester, N. Y.,1n March, 1861, where 
he performed duty as mustering and disbursing 
officer fora year. In May, 1861, he was promoted 
Captain. He received a commission as Colonel of 
the Thirteenth Regiment, New-York Volunteers, 
April 20, 1862, and entered the service in the Army 
ot the Potomac. He was in the Virginia peninsular 
campaign; the siege of Yorktown; the reconnois- 
sance and capture of Hanover Court-house, May 2%, 
1862; the battle of Mechanicsville, June 25; 
the battle of Gaines’s Mill, June 27, at which fer 
gallant and meritorious services he received an 
army commission as Brevct Major; the battles of 
Maivern Hill, Manassas, and Antietam, the skir- 
mish at Shepardstown, and march to Falmouth, 
Va., and finally the battle of Fredericksburg, Dc. 
13, 1862. In this battle he was severely wounded 
and went home on leave of absence until May, 
1863. Col. Marshall's conduct at the battle of 
Fredericksburg wou for him a brevet commission 
as Lieutenant-Colonel in the regulararmy. Upon 
his recovery he was sent to Rochester, where he 
remained as mustering and disbursing officer dur- 
ing the rest of the year. From January until May, 
1864, he was in command of the barbor defenses at 
this port, and was mastered out of the volunteer 
service on May 23 of that year. 

Col. Marshall accepted a commission as Colonel 
of the Fourteenth New-York Volunteer Heavy 
Artiiery in January, 1864, and commanded the 
brigade to which his regiment was attached in the 
battle of the Wilderness on May 6. He was en- 
gaged with bis command in the movements around 
Spottsylvania, the battles of North Anna, Tolo- 
potomy, Cold Harbor, and finally the assault on 
Petersburg, Va., on June 17, 1864. Here he was again 
severely wounded, and was compelled to retire 
fora month on sick leave, He rejoined bis command 
in season to participate in the siege of Petersburg 
during the month of July, and for his distinguished 
services in leading the assault on the mine he re- 
ceived a commission as Brevet Volonel in the regu- 
lararmy. He was taken prisoner by the rebels im- 
mediatelv after the explosion of the mine, and was 
held a captive until April, 1865. After his release 
he assumed command of the brigade in the de- 
fense of Washington, and remained there until 
the following July. He was mustered out 
of the volunteer’ service on Aug. 16, 
and, having been promoted Major in the 
regular army, he was assigned to dutyin the re- 
cruiting service. From Aug. 12, 1866, to Feb. 20, 
1867, he was commandant of the post at Fort 
Union, New-Mexico, when his disabilities com- 
pelled him to go before the retiring board, and he 
was retired with the rank of Colonel from active 
service on Sept. 11, 1867. His last military service 
was performed from June 8, 1868, to Jan. 22, 1869, 
when he served on a court-martial in the Depart- 
ment of the South. He received the highest bre- 
vet commissian issued to any officer of his rank for 
services during the rebellion, that of Major-Gener- 
ul of Volunteers.

A SCOUNDRKEL TRAPPED. 


ARREST OF A MAN WHO WAS LEADING A 
YOUNG IMMIGRANT TO HER RUIN. 

Officer Neil McCauley, of the Thirteenth 
Precinct, was going to duty at the Delancey-street 
stetion-house at 5:30 o'clock last evening when at 
Clinton and Delancey streets a thin, flashily dressed 
fellow, with a dyed mustache, jumped from an 
Avenue B car and a handsome fair-haired young 
girl.who looked like a foreigner, followed him. The 
man, accosting McCauley, asked him in broken 
English to direct him to No. 27 Essex-street. 


The officer had served four years in the Tenth 
Precinct, and knows tbat the house named was 
kept by L. H. Essig, and that its reputation was 
unsavory. He asked the man to come with him 
and took bim into the Thirteenth Precinct Station- 
house and informed Sergt. Slake that he had rea- 
son tc believe that the prisoner was attempting to 
outrage the girl. An interpreter was found and 
she toid a story that showed that the officer’s 
suspicions were well founded. She is Caroline 
Roedel, 20 years old, of Pforzheim, Baden. 
parents are dead, and she arrived in New-York by 
the Westphalia on Thursday. It washer second 
visit to America, she having been in the service of 
a Mr. Frank,in Market-street, Philadelphia, for 
nine months in 1880, but she became homesick, 
and went back to Germany. She had made 
the acquaintance of the man who was with her 
Jast evening on her first visit here. He is Charles 
Kurrlein, 28 years old, anda tin-smith. They cor- 
responded, and recently be offered to marry her 
and she came back to America. On landing 
she went to the Stuttgarter Hof, in Green- 
wich-street, and Kurrlein met her there 
yesterday afternoon. He appeared to be 
overjoyed, but was practical, and asked her 
if she had any money. She replied that she had 
only alittle change. He then said that he sup- 
posed she wanted to go into service, and that he 
had a place for her. He treated her to beer, and 
took the car at the Post Office. On the way to 
Delancey-street he said he was glad she had come, 
asthe man who would employ her had a nice 
place on Coney Island, where she would get good 
wages. He wasto receive $20 when he took her 
there. He admitted that the man had another 
house where there were “bad girls,” but he told 
Caroline that she need not be frightened. When 
Kurriein was made a prisoner and searched the 
card of the proprieter of a notorious Coney Island 
resort was found in his possession and there 
was written on it a _ reference to Essig, 
which showed that they understood each other. 
Kurrlein denied that he haa ever known the girl 
before, or that he had lured her to America. He 
said he found her while looking for a servant for 
his * boss,”’and that he was only going to stopa 
few minutes in Essex-street. He had only left 
Coney Island yesterday evening. This statementwas 
disproved by officers who ascertained that be had 
been loitering about the Essex-street house for 
several days. He will probably be sent to-day 
from the Essex Market Poiice Court to a United 
States Commissioner to be dealt with under tho 
law which applies to the importation of girls for 
evil purposes. The girl is detained at the De- 
lancey-street station house.

THE SENATOR EXPLAINS HIS POSITION ON 
THE NEGRO LABOR QUESTION. 

EDGEFIELD, 8. C., July 30, 1883. 

To the Editor of the Charleston Newe and Courier: 
In your editorial of the 28th inst. on *‘The 
Negro asa Laborer,” you have fallen into two 
errors. First, when you say ‘‘Senator Butler took 
an extreme and rather rash view of the subject, 


we think, when he said that there was no time 
since 1865 when the labor has been more untrust- 
worthy than now, and that we could safely spare 
200,000 of the negro laborers.’’ And second, when 
you say “And yet the stubborn fact stares us in 
the face that he 1s the only laborer we have, and 
that it is absolutely impossible todo without him, 
bad as he is.” 

A moment's reflection would have convinced 
you that I cou'd never have said “ we could safely 
spare 200,000 of the negro laborers,’’ for the best 
reason in the world, that there are not more than 
that many “ negro laborers” in South Carolina. I 
doubt if there are many more “laborers” all told 
in the State. WhatI did say at Marion, or meant 
to say, was that we could safely epare 200,000 or 
250,000 negroes from the State,and I repeat it. 
I said the same thing when the so-called ex- 
odus was going on from Mississippi a itew 
years ago, and when a “great outpour- 
ing’’ of the blacks was talked of from this 
State some time later. [ am perfectly candid in 
that opinion, and believe it would be better for the 
whites and better for the blacks, It would equai- 
ize some things now perilously unequal It would 

ring about an equilibrium between the races, and 
give the white man a chance by taking out of his 
path the ruinous competition of cheap negro labor. 
it would give the negro a chance by removing him 
from the malign influences of large masses of 
black people and bringing him in sharp competi- 
tion with the more vigorous and thrifty white race. 
But the reasons fer this opinion on my part are too 
numerous to be set out in this connection. 

As to the second proposition, “the negro is the 
only laborer we have, and that it is absoiutely im- 
possible to do without him,” I emphatically deny. 
I think Major McLucas, a very intelligent and ob- 
servant man, stated it correctly in the discussion 
at Marion when he said, in suostance, that the 
white laborer of the State has increased in effi- 
ciency 50 per eent., and that the negro laborer has 
decreased in the same proportion. The most pro- 
gressive and prosperous sections of the country 
are where the white labor predominates, and if 
the white labor ahould be entirely withdrawn we 
should have a “ howling: wilderness” in less than a 
quarter of acentury. If,on the other hand, the 
colored laborers should be gradually withdrawu 
and their plaees supplied by the white race, we 
should have the most progressive, enterprising 
farmers in the world within the same perioa. : 

I do not underrate the value and importance of 
negro labor. It has done much and may do much 

In the mines and other industries requiring 
muscle they are excellent, but where brain and in- 
telligence are required, as in diversified farming, 
they are not asuccess. I say *‘ there has been no 
time since 1865 when the labor bas been more 
untrustworthy than now.” because I hear 
the complaint on all sides, from black as 
well as white, and I must conciuce it is so. 
My own observation and experience tell me 
it is so. And, while I appreciate the negro 
labor at its full value and concede all that is 
claimed forit, the proposition I endeavor to en- 
force is that, if it is becoming more and more inef- 
ficient year by year as agricuitural labor, it be- 
hooves us to be looking about for a remedy, if one 
ean be had. Thatisall. There is something more 
involved than the number of pounds of cotton and 
bushels of corn and rice we can make with negro 
labor, and it is about time we were beginning to 
inquire what that something is. I do not fike 
to take a pessimistic view of things. I am gen- 
erally more inclined to consider public questions 
from a sanguine standpoint; but I think I see 
much trouble before us in this labor question, in 
fact in the whole negro question, and, having been 
invited to participate in its discussion at Marion, I 
gave my opinions witn that frankness and direct- 
ness that a proper regard for its importance de- 
manded. If the future should disclose the rose- 
colored tints now thrown upon it by some who 
are more hopeful no one will be more gratified 
than myself and none more ready to acknowledge 
a mistaken judgment, Very respectfully, &c.,

BOOK-KEEPING AT FAULT 


THE GRAND JURY AND THE OOU- 
PON FRAUDS. 
ANDREW HE. GREEN’S ADMINISTRATION 
OVERHAULED—AFFIDAVITS TO PROVE 
THE BURNING ©F OLD BONDS. 


Judge Gildersleeve yesterday, in discharg- 
{ne the Grand Jury for the July term, said that the 
legality of continuing that body was que-tionable, 
and it was not practicable to have two Grand Ju- 
ries at the same time. The new Grand Jury could 
take up the inquiry into the Carro!l frauds quite as 
well from the point at which tie present investiga- 
tion ceased. Judge Gildersleeve complimented the 
Grand Jury for their industry and zeal in transact- 
ing extra business for the Court of General Ses- 
sions, in addition to disposiag of 154 cases and 
bringing in 140 indictments. The Grand Jury 
brought in a presentment to the effect that, while 
the Fourth National Bank consented to appoint an 
expert to investigate the coupon frauds, the otner 
banks declined to accede te the jury’s‘request. A 
firm conviction was entertained by the Grand Jury 
that the public interest required a thorough exam- 
{pation of the Controlier’s office by impartial and 
skilled accountants, with the aid of the summary 


powers vested in the Grand Jury, and that it 
should be conducted by parties who are not con- 
nected with any department of the City Govern- 
ment. The presentment recites that the limited 
time remaining at the disposal of the jury prevent- 
ed any personal and exhaustive examination of 
the books and methods of the Controller's office, 
but they examined “some parties formerly and at 
present officially connectec with that department, 
and reached the following conclusions: 

First—That if the payments of the City coupons had 
been made by a responsible bank or trust company, 
as wes formerly the practice, no loss could bave ac- 
crved to the vey 4 

Second—That if the payments for coupons had been 
made by the City Chamberlain as formeriy the City 
would have boon protected from loss by the large 
bond of the Chamberlain which the jury beileve 


would Sp! to cases like the Carroll frauds. 
Third— bis Grand Jury 1s of the opinion that a law 


should be passed probibiting any issue of the OClty's 
ness oher than in registered form, and they 
d the conversion of all outstanding coupon 


bonds into istered stock 
Fourth—¥rom the te stimony before the Grand Jury 


they believe that the system and methods of book- 
keeping in the Controller's office can and should be so 
changed and improved as to make a repetition of the 
late coupon frauds an impossibility. 

The presentment is addressed to Judge Gilder- 
sleeve, of the Court of Special Sessions. The 
Grand Jury Committee has recently been inquiring 
into an alleged overissue of bonds during the term 
of office of ex-Controller Andrew H. Green, and in 
a communication to that body the ex-Controiler 
wrote concerning the disposition of certain blank 
bonds as follows: 

“These bonds, of the number and amount of which 
I pave neither memorandum bor memory, had been 
— before I caine into the office of Controiler, 

ut few had been signed by my predecessor, though & 
fac simile of his name was printed on each of a sheet 
of coupons at the foot of each bond. It would not 
have been best to have these bonds issued as they 
would have borne the name of one Controller as 

the bongs ana that of another Controtler on 
the coupons, and perhaps for other reasons that will 
cur, 

“T deemed it a pradent precaution to put these in- 
complete instruments entirety beyond the power of 
being mischievous!y used, and amid the turmoii of 
that eventful time 1 meditated the best mode of doing 
so. I requested three of the most responsible em- 

of the office. Messrs. Earie, Storrs, and Cady 
count the bonds, and that a memorandum o 
the particulars of them be made.

A certificate by Messrs. Storrs and Cady follows, 
to the effect that the above mentioned incomplete 
certificates of stock and bonds, with all the cou- 
pons on each attached, were so burned and com- 
pletely destroyed, and the reason for their de-

NUGENT AND FARRELL SAFE. 


SAKEN TO TRENTON AND LODGED IN THE 
STATE PRISON. 


Ex-Policeman Nugent, and Tip, or Ned Far- 
rell, who were arrested in Hoboken last Saturday 
witbin balfan hour after they had attempted to 
rob Cashier Smith of a sachel containiug $10,000 on 
a Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Railroad 
train, were taken from the jail yesterday and 
lodged in the State prison at Trenton. Sberiff 
Cronan feared that, if the time of their removal be- 
came known, some of their more desperate friends 


might attempt a rescue, and for that reason he 
kept the time of the aeparture a profound secret. 
Yesterday morning he notified Jailer Joyce to 
make the prisoners ready, and soon afterward the 
two stepped out into the corridor. Nugent wore 
a suit of broadcloth, with Prince Albert. coat and 
a white necktie. He seemed dejected and uneasy. 
Farrell was in better spirits. Handcuffed to 
each other they were marched to a coach 
which stood at the jail door. sberiff Cro- 
man and Deputy Sherif Stanton rode witn 
them to the railroad depot at the foot 
of Exchange-viace. lt soon became noised around 
that they were on their way. and a throng of 
curious people flocked to the cars to gain a glimpse 
ofthem. They were supplied with cigars and a 
mewspaper by the Sheriff. and the train sped off 
with them. At the prison Keeper Laverty received 
the two men. ‘Their records were taken, and they 
hed their beads shaved and were sent to cells 
awaiting the future pleasure of the keeper. During 
his imprisonment in the jxil Nugent confided to his 
keeper the fact that the horse which the thieves 
had had been stolen from Lorillard’s farm, and he 
gseserted that any man who bought the animal for 
fore than $150 would be badly soid.

POLICE CAPTAIN SANDERS'S HEROISM. 

Jobn Siebert, 20 years old, an unemployed 
bar-tender, residing at No. 175 East Eighty-seventh- 
street. owes bis life to the heroism and skill of 
Capt. John Sanders, of the Twenty-third Precinct. 
Siebert went to bathe yesterday morning off 
Eugene M. Jerolamon’s boat station at Wheaton’s

A MAN ACCUSED OF CAUSING TWO CHIL-

While George and Lena Sonst, aged 14 and 

16 years, respectively, were sitting on the pier at 

the foot of West Fortieth-street last Thursday 

evening, Patrick Quinn rowed his boat to the pier 
and invited Lena to take a sail. She refused 
to go without her brother, and Quinn re- 

luctantly consented to take him along. A 

short time afterward persons in the neighborhood 

heard Lena screaming, and subsequently Francis 


O'Neil, a boatman, rescued Quinn, who was cling- 
ing to his boat, which was floating bottom upward. 
The two children had been drowned. Maggie 
Ritzel informed Philip Sonst, of No. 525 West For- 
tieth-street, the father of the lost children, that 
she had heard the children screaming while in 
the boat with Quinn. Mr. Scnst, acting upon 
the supposition that Quinn had offered some in- 
dignity to his daughter, whose struggles bad 
resulted in upsetting the boat, caused Quinn’s ar- 
rest. He was arraigned in the Yorkville Police 
Court yesterday, and held to await the action of 
the Coroner. He said that the swell of a passing 
steamer had upset the boat, and that he had en- 
deavoredj unsuccessfully to save the children. 
Henry Obreus, an employe of the Manhattan Gas- 
works, and a resident of No. 531 West Forty-first- 
street, who wes fishing with his wife and son 
at the Fortieth-street dock, remembers see- 
ing the part on the river. He_ also 
says he hear their screams for at least 
10 minutes. John Riebe, who is employed 
at No. 549 Tenth-avenue, claims to have been on 
the pier when the children embarked and to have 
heard the boy cry out. Then came the voice of a 
man saving something. The man did not cry out 
as ifin trouble but appeared to be talking. Then 
the girl and boy cried out together and the man 
appeared to halloo. The drowningof the children 
was the talk of the Twentieth Ward last night and 
Sonst's theory was generally believed to be correct.

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THE SHEPARD TRAGEDY. 
A TOUCHING ADDRESS BY THE AGED FATHER 

OF THE MURDERER AND SUICIDE. 
Coroner Martin held an inquest yesterday 
upon the body of Horace D. Shepard, the young 
man who killed his paramour and himself in the 
lodging-house at No. 211 West Twenty-second- 
street last Monday morning, and also upon the 
body of his victim, Ann Catharine Shepard, known

The Kev. Dr. P. H. Shepard, of Saybrook, 


the father of the unfortunate 
young man, was the only relative of either 
present during the investigation. The old gentle- 


| man sat with bowed head and listened quietiy and 


sorrowfully to the testimony. Officer Thomas 
Clark, of the Sixteenth Precinct, was the first wit- 
ness called, and he testified to the finding of the 
hodies. George C. Smith, who lived in the room 
directly underneath the one occupied by Shepard, 
and who rented the apartment to the young man, 
corroborated the officer's statements. Smith testi- 
fied that he had known Shepard since May 22, 
when he applied to him forthe room. He let it to 
him furnished, and Shepard told him he was going 
to oceupy it with his wife. The witness did not 
know whether she was his wife or not, and never 
kuew her as Mrs. Kelley or by any other name than 
Mrs. Shepard. He said that the relation between 
the two, so tar as he had been able to observe, had 
always been very pleasant. On Sunday, the day 
before the tragedy, they went out and spent the 
day, coming back laughing and talking together at 
about 9 o'clock in the evening, and at once went 
to their room. The affidavit of Maggie William- 
gon, Smith's sister-in-law, who was the first to dis- 
cover the tragedy, was read to the jury. She 
also testified that the two were in the 
best of svirits when they returned home 
on Sunday evening. She heard the pistol- 
shots about 9 o'clock in the morning, 
but attached no significance to the sounds until 
she was unable, half an hour later, to obtain any 
response to repeated knocks upon Shepard's door. 
Then she went into the bath-room, and, looking 
through the keyhole of the doorintothe room, saw 
the woman’s arm hanging from the bed, when she 
informed Smitb, who, with tke assistance of the 
officer, broke down the door. 

When this testimony bad been concluded, Mr. 
Shepard asked to be allowed to say a few words 
about the son who had dishonored his rame. 
The clergyman’s voice trembled as he spoke, and 
several times he faltered as he made his statement. 
He first cxlied attention to the factthat the letter 
addressed ** Dear mother and father,”’ and signed 
“ Kitty and Horace Shephard,”’ which was alleged 
to have been found inthe dead mau’'s pocket, was 
notin the handwriting of hisson. Further. his son al- 
ways addressed his parents as “pater” and ‘‘mater,”’ 
instead of “ father” and “ mother,” and always used 
the middle initial when he signed his name. Mr. 
Shepard exnibited to the jury several specimens 
of his son's handwriting, which was notieeably 
different from that in the letter ascribed to the 
dead man. ‘The inference which Mr. Shepard 
drew from this fact was that a third party had 
been implicated in the matter and had written the 
letter. In faltering tones the old gentleman pro- 
ceeded: ‘“‘My son up to three years ago was 
always with me, and was always a most 
dutiful and obedient child. He never gave me 
a moment’s trouble. He did not cherish a single 
vice. He did not swear, drink, or use tobacco in 
any form. I say this in justice to thedead. His 
character was very giriish, and he was timid and 
bashful in his manners. I cannot recall a single 
instance of waywardness on bis part. He never 

uarreled, and was a favorite with young and old. 

hese may seem like very strong statements, but I 
could bring hundreds who knew him to testify to 
the same thing, for he was always kind and gentle 
to others. I duo not believe that he could be in- 
duced to associate with a woman whom he did 
not believe to be his wife. In this instance it 
is my opinion that he was grossly deceived 
and @id not live with the woman until 
some ceremony had been gone through with which 
made him think she was his wife. I do not be- 
lieve that up to the moment of his death he ever 
did anything that he thought was wrong, or that 
he ever violated his own conscience. Henever dd 
a deed of violence. He never struck another per- 
son in his life, and was always a peace-maker 
among his school-mates.”’ The clergyman referred 
to the past career of the woman, and declared his 
belief to be that hisson was her innocent dupe. 
In regard to the letter he declared: ** My son was 
a deeply religious man, and I can see nothing in 
that letter but bold infidelity.” 

Coroner Martin said that there was no doubt fn 
his mind, from the position of the bodies and the 
pistol, that young Shepard had shot the woman 
first and afterward himself, and the jury brought 
in a verdict to this effect. 
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A BUSY DAY FOR THE CORONER. 
VERDICTS IN A NUMBER OF CASES OF DEATH 
BY UNUSUAL MEANS. 

Coroner Martin beld an unusual number of 
inquests yesterday. An investigation as to the 
cause of death of Sefior Francisca Barca, the Span- 
ish Minister who committed suicide on Sunday 
morning in bis apartments in the Albemarle Hotel, 
was held. The Spanish Consul was present. 
Officer Adam A. Cross, of the Twenty-ninth 
Precinct, and William H. Woodruff, the hotel 
clerk, were examined in regard to the finding 


of the body. Manuel 8S. de Suarez, of No. 34 
Greenwich-avenue, testified that he was with 
Sefior Barea all Saturday evening and until 2 
o’clock Sunday morning. He appeared in good 
spirits and chatted pleasantly, and the witness had 
not the sligntest anticipation that he would com- 
mit suicide. When he left the Minister in his 
room that morning Sefior Suarez promised to call 
him earlyin the morning, that they might go to 
early mass together,ancd they had further planned to 
visit the Brooklyn bridge after breakfast, The wit- 
ness called at the room of his friend at 5:15 o’clock 
that morning and found him dead by the side 
of the bed. The jury brought in a verdict of eui- 
cide while temporarily insane. 

An inquest was held upon the body of Milligan 
Patchen, the young physician who was found dead 
in his room, at No. 427 East Fiftieth-street, on 
Sunday, July 22, with a revolver by his side and a 
bullet-wound 1n hishead. Several friends of the 
young doctor testified that he was in good health 
and spirits, and thatthey eonsidered his death ac- 
cidental. His room-mate said that Patchen cleaned 
his revolver about once a week, and the police 
officer who saw the body as it lay on the floor 
testitied that he considered the case to be one of 
suicide. The Hon. William Dorsheimer testified 
that Patchen was a nephew of his wife, and that 
he saw him on Friday in good spirits, and congrat- 
ulated him upon baving received a fee of $300 for 
attending a sick child. Mr. D ursheimer showed 
the jury a cheerful jetter which Patchen had writ- 
ten to his mother on the same day, and said that 
he considered the shooting to be accidental. The 
jury brought in a verdict of ac idental shooting. 

The inquest in the case of Frederick Matthews, 
of the firm of John Matthews & Co., who shot 
himself in his bedroom early on the morning of 
July 25, was also held. Emliy Matthews, a cousin 
of the deceased, testified that she heard the noise 
of a revoiver-shot in the night, but thought it was 
the slamming of a blind until Matthews was found 
dead in the morning. The jury brought in a ver- 
dict of suicide while temporarily insane. 

The inquest in the case of Neliio Mix, the young 
wowan who was found dead in ber room at No. 
600 Sixtb-avenue, resulted in a verdict of death 
trom alcoholism. A young woman who lodged in 
the seme house testified that Nellie habitually 
drank two quarts of beer everv day. Dr. Jenkins, 
who made an autopsy, testified that she died from 
exbaustion produced by alcoholism.

A TRUE SAMARITAN’S JILI-LUCK. 
KINDNESS REWARDED WITIT ARREST AND 
THE ‘‘ NIPPERS.”’ 

Mr. Ross Randolph is a good natured young 
painter who carries on business in that thriving 
suburb Brooklyn, where his vine and fig-tree is 
situated at No. 52 Dougias-street. The exigencies 
of business on Wednesday uecessitated Mr. Ran- 
dolph’s visiting New-York, and convenience 
directed him to load himself upon a Bleecker- 
street car for transportation up town. Conse- 
quently Mr. Randolph dropped his nickel in the 
box, and the car bowled right merrily along 
Fuiton, William, and Ann streets, up Park- 
row to Centre, thence across to Crosby, 
while the good-natured painter looked out 


of the window and enjoyed the scenery. 
Just before the car reached Grand-street Mr. Ran- 
dolph turned about, and, casually surveying his 
fellow-passengers, descried a policeman among 
them. The officer was attired in full uniform and 
was sound asleep, with his head partly out of the 
window, and the motion of the car was gradually 
jolting his official helmet off. Mr. Randolph noticed 
this condition of affairs, and also that the helmet 
had been put on so that the number was at the 
back of the wearer's head. 

**Poor, tired officer,” thought Mr. Randolph, 
compassionately. “ Wearied out in his labors for 
the public weal, he has succumbed to slumber, and 
if his Captain or any other superior should see him 
with his haton wrong he will be reprimanded ard 
likewise fined. I will take the trouble to warn him 
of the risk he is running.” 

Had Mr. Randolph known that the sleeping form 
before him helonged to Officer Morris McNamara, 
of the Sixth Precinct, and that that worthy had 
been celebrating his day off by partaking of a cup 
which cheered and inebriated all at once he would 
have hesitated before waking him. But he 
did not know. Consequently be took off Mr. Mc- 
Namara’s helmet, turned it about, and pulled it 
down over the officer’s forehead. Mr. McNamara 
stirred uneasily in his sleep and awoke just as Mr. 
Randoiph had done him this little kindness. He 
glared upon the good Samaritan distrustfully and 
inquired savagely: 

“ Whatcher doin’ ?”’ 

“*I just fixed your helmet straight,” said Mr. 
Randolph benevolently, with the air of one who 
expects a benediction. ‘ Your Captain might have 
come in and fseen it, you know, and get you into 
trouble.” 

‘Hell yer say!” said Officer McNamara muvre 
savagely. “ D'yertbink you kin pick my pockets 
like | was a gilly from Hoboken? I’m agoin’ to 
run youin,’’ And he rose to carry out his resolu- 
tion, Several gentlemen in the car protested that 
Mr. Randolph had only done him a kindness, but 
Otlicer McNamara was too ancient an avis to be 
sustained by any such chaff. and he threatened 
to arrest the whole car-icad and drive them 
into quod bodily—car and ail. He preduced 
his “ nippers,”’ fastened them upon Mr. Randolph's 
unfortunate wrist, pulled the beli-cord at Houston- 
street, and descended unsteadily to the pavement 
with his prey. Four or five other occupants of the 
car got out with them, and told Mr. Randolph they 
would follow to the police station and see justice 
done. Officer McNamara was inciined at first to 
—_ whole lot, but refrained as he was very 
tired. : 

Now the officer was drunk and he knew it. He 
also knew that if he presented himself at the sta- 
tion-house in that condition be was liable to be 
finded. Still further was he aware that walking 
was condueive to sobriety and he decided to 
promenade the streets until the effects of the 
jignor wore off. It was then 11:55 o’cloek and 
Officer McNamara staolied carelessly down Hous- 
ton-street. Mr. Randolph was constrained to ac- 
company him by reason of the “ nippers” which 
encircled his wrist; the other gentieman who 
had witnessed the affair in the car fol- 
lowed the two, and the entire juvenile 
population of the neighborhood fell in behind. 
Othcer McNamara sauntered down to Second- 
avenue and thence to Bleecker-street, whence he 
proceeded to Broadway, and the crowd bebind 
him increased momentarily, while Mr. Randoiph 
followed like a iamb to the slaughter. Down 
Broadway Officer McNamara promenaded to 
Canal-street, the observed and admired of all. 
Here he turned down to Elizabeth, and finally, after 
walking the streets from noon until nearly 30’clock, 
he arraigned Mr. Randolph before the desk and 
charged him with trying to pick his pockets. Capt. 
Petty listened to the case and saw that Officer Mc- 
Namara was drunk. Mr. Randolph's faithful ac- 
quaintances had stuck to him, and they informed 
the Captain now the affair had originated. One 
of these gentlemen was Capt. Robert Townsend, 
of Svracuse, attached to the staff of Gen. D. H. 
Bruce. He gave his name, and upon his statement 
of the ease Capt. Petty discharged the unlucky 
painter. Officer McNamara was indignant, and 
insisted that the gentlemen had combined to rob 
him. Capt. Petty macecharges against McNamara 
on Thursday,and Mr. Rando!ph has made an afii- 
davit stating the details of the outrage on his per- 
son. Officer McNamara, however, is off on his 
vacation, which began yesterday. and the charges, 
therefore, will not be tried until his return. Mr. 
Randolph says that he will never meddle with an- 
other police officer, not even thouzh he finds one 
wearing his shirt above his overcoat and his trou- 
sers on his head.

CROWDING AUSTLN G& RBIN.

HOW HE THREATENS TO RETALIATE UPON 
THE EAST NEW-YORKERS, ° 
Mr. Austin Corbin, President of the Long 
Island Railroad Company, and the Highway Com- 
missioners of the town of New-Lots, in which is 
the village of East New-York, have long been at 
loggerheads. The town authorities have com- 
pelled the company to place flagmen at each cross- 
ing in East New-York, and in retaliation, it is said, 


the company recently discontinued one of the sta- 
tions in the village. The Highway Commiasioners 
thought that they could play at the game of retal- 
lation too, and on investigation they found thata 
portion of the railroad property in front of the 
Howard House was built on the highway. They 
requested the rallroad company to remove the 
platiorm, but Mr. Corbin declined to do so. The 
town suthorities instructed their counsel, Mr. Wil- 
liam J. Gaynor, to enter suit to compel the com- 
pany to remove the platform, and then Mr. Corbin 
backed down. Messrs. Hinsdale and Sprague, coun- 
sel for the railroad, wrote to Mr. Gaynor. saying 
they were instructed by Mr. Corbin to state that if 
the Commissioners insist upon the removal of the 
piatform the company wouid discontinue the stop- 
ping of trains at that point, as the lands of the 
company do not furnish sutticient room for a 
proper platform. Mr. Gaynor in reply says that 
all his clients require is that the platform be re- 
moved from the highway. If the company re- 
moves it entirely then the question whetber it can- 
not be compelled to stop at the station may be con- 
sidered. 

The Highway Commissioners called upon. Mr. 
Corbin on Thursday and demandes that a man 
should be placed at every crossing in the town, that 
gates should be provided at all crosaings, that the 
grade of the railroad should be made to correspond 
with the grade of the avenues, and that thestoring 
of cars in the business portions of Atlantic-avenue 
should be stopped. Mr. Corbin said he had 
been considering the advisability of discontinu- 
ing the running of rapid transit trains on 
Atlantic-avenue and he had concluded to do it. 
The rapid transit trains had not paid, and he 
had only run them forthe accommodation of the 
residents of East New-York. and, as the people 
there never seemed satisfied, he had concluded 
to give up the Howard House station, fence 
in all his property, and close up -most of 
the crossings, as there were too many of them. 
The Commmissioners said the people of East New- 
York did not eare much for the kind of rapid tran- 
sit he gave them, as the trains ran so irregularly 
they were no accommodation. They said the clos- 
ing of the Howard House station would affect the 
Brookiyn people and the patrons of the Canarsie 
Road. Finaliy Mr. Corbin said he would send his 
counsel to East New-York and see if satisfactory 
arrangements could not be made, The Commssion- 
ers say Mr. Corbin has no power to close up the
